Sears store to move to new 
location in Madoc 


For a while last week, it appeared as if 
Madoc would no longer have a Sears 
Catalogue Shopping store although, as the 
week progressed, this decision was 
changed and it now appears that the store 
will just be moving from one location in 
town to another. Whatever happens, it has 
not been a pleasant week for Verna 


store in Madoc for several years now. 
Mrs. Watson was notified of Sears’ 
intention to move the store on the Ist of 
March and, at fitst, she was willing to 
accept this decision. However when she 
put an ad in the newspaper announcing 
the move and thanking the many 
customers and supporters fe store over 


Watson, the lady that has operated this _the past few years, many of those same

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customers and friends rebelled against the 
decision. People began coming into the 
store expressing satisfaction with her work 
and, when they saw that Mrs. Watson 
would not fight bz her cause, they decided 
to try and help her by starting pefitions, 
contacting local elected officials, promi- 
nent people within “the community and 
signing petitions. It now seems that the 
decision is final, but Mrs. Watson, her 
family, friends and customers still hope 
that Simpsons Sears will have a change of 
heart. 

It has been a very difficult’ month for 
Mrs. Watson and her family. She feels that 
she has done a good job of managing the 
store, which has nearly doubled the 
number of orders through the store since 
she took it over. f 

Sears cited two reasons for the move: a 
problem with NSF cheques in 1977 and the 
fact that there were a number of parcels, 
belonging to Mrs. Watson and her family, 
that had been held over the two week 
waiting period that Sears allowed. 

While the first problem was cleared up 
at the time, the second seems the main 
impetus for the change. Mrs. Watson 


sufficient time to clear up the problem 
since they held one ‘‘performance 
evaluation’’ three weeks after the one at 
which they found the old tags. She also 
points out that Sears didn't seem 
interested in ‘told tags’ in general, just 
those belonging to her family and that 
mee? of the tags were not that old. 

rs. Watson teels hurt and somewhat 
mystified by the move, which has caused 
her a great deal of stress over the past 
month. She felt that she was being 
“crowded” by the company into giving up 
the franchise after building it up to almost 
twice its former volume. ‘‘I've worked hard 
to build it up to this point and now it is 
being taken away from me and given to 
someone else’*. (The store will be moving 
to the opposite end of the street into the 
present Delta Floral Designs store). - 

Company officials regretted the neces- 
sity of the move but remained adamant. 
Mr. R.A. McClelland, the Superintendent 
of Catalogue Sales for the company, at one 
point last week announced that the store 
would be moving out of Madoc but later 
rescinded this statement and announced 
the store would be moving to Delta's. Mr 
McClelland had been inundated wit! 
phone calls, letters and_ petitions {52 
people signed several petitions circulate: 
through he village and surrounding ares 
from various people and organizations i: 
the village cad sasaarked at one point, “If 
had a problem similar to Mrs, Watson's, 
would certainly hope that people woul: 
come to my aid the way the people o 
Madoc have come to Mrs. Watson's aid" 
However, he gave no indication that the 
move would be stopped. 

The indignation of the community wa» 
aroused when they felt that the reasons fo: 
the move were not sufficient to warrant the 
loss of the franchise. Simpson ‘Sears, 
however, seem determined to change the 
location and manager of the store and, if 
that docs not work, they will pull the store 
out of Madoc. It appears to be a ‘‘no win’’ 
situation with many people threatening to 
shop in the Belleville store if Mrs. Watson 
does not retain the franchise.

| went expecting maple trees with taps 
and buckets. Instead I found miles of vinyl 
tubing and a vacuum pump. 

Sunday, with some space to fill and the 
spring air stirring my bones, my editor's 
mind turned to maple syrup. time for that 
dull old reliable, | thought. Who can | 
saddle with it? 

Finding the hired help already over- 
loaded or just plain not able to find them. 
(Gone to gly a kite, I suppose), | decided 
‘*perhaps I can stand the boredom. It will 
be fun taking pictures of the maple trees**, 
I rationalized. **They don’ move. I can get 
them in focus’’. 

Sol went to Cold Springs Farms north of 
Marmora with my mind full of (yawn!) 
pictures of maple trees picturesquely 
tapped while everyone stood around and 
waited for the sap to run. 

1 was, it turned out, Jn for a surprise. 

The maple trees are automising. Seems 
that instead of tapping themselves with 
little wooden spigots they have extended 
these miles and miles of vinyl tubing, all 
running downhill to: this maple shack (a 
rather large maple shack). They've even 
installed this vacuum pump s0 that; 
whether the sap’s running or not, as long 
as the tree is letting it go, it comes to the 
shack. ‘ 

Takes all the work out of it. 

Well, hardly. 


“When the fire is going full silt, boiling ae 


down the sap’ Pat Ralph explains, “‘you 
can be kept going almost constantly 


to make a pipe operation feasible. The 
vinyl piping all runs downhill to Ralph’s 
shack. i 
Meanwhile, how’s the maple syrup 
reacting to these new fangled innovations? 
Well, taste and smell for yourself. The 
old Spring Farm sugar shack is 
miles north of Marmora on the 
Cordova Koad. You can see a syrup maker 
in operation and buy some of the stuff thar 
the Indians used to tap with tomahawks 
and birch bark containers. 
It’s still good old maple syrup. 
And it's a very interesting outing.

wood every. fifteen minutes,”

Methanol is a coming thing. 

The process that turns forest waste and 
other matter to wood alcohol is believed to 
be quickly coming into a cost-competitive 
status with gasoline. 

Ontario Liberal leader Stuart Smith has 
made it a major part of his party’s energy 
platform. 

And the Conservative Government, not 
to be outdone, has recently announced that 
it is pumping $100,000 into a feasibility 
study in four different sites in Eastern 
Ontario. 

Yet last week Hastings County Council 
voted, on the advice of Hastings- 
Peterborough MPP Clarke Rollins, not to 
ask the government to consider the county 
for methanol studies of experiments. 

What's going on? 

Let's start at the beginning. 


Last month, the 
Village of Madoc 
passed a 
resolution 


asking Hastings County 
Council to ask the Provincial Government 
and Federal Governments to consider 


Hastings County as a site for a methanol 
study which the government had indicated 
was in the offing. In doing this they were 
following the suit of at least two other 
counties, Renfrew and Frontenac. There is 
evidence that other Eastern Ontario county 
councils had been pushing for methanol 
studies for some time. : 

The reason that Madoc, rather than 
another local municipality initiated the 
request was probably the presence of 
Councillor Ilan Connerty..Connerty is the 
author of a report for Provincial Liberal 
leader Stuart Smith on methanol and 
somewhat of an expert in the field. He 4s 
also a prominent local Liberal and 
president of the Hastings-Frontenac 
Federal Liberal Party. 

Madoc Village circulated the resolution 
to other municipal councils, asking for 
support. At least one council, Marmora 
Village, supported the resolution. 

The matter was discussed at committee 
level in the county . It was voted to table 
the motion 4-3. However it was still due to 
come before County Council.

Mr. Connerty issued a statement of his 
own with a point by point critique of Mr.

Rollin’s statement that/the methanol 
debate was initiated hy the Ontario 
Liberals this winter, it Was the Conserva- 
tive government that had started the 
digcussion with® ‘ta major five volume 
study’’ published two years ago.

Terry Wieland is the Communications 
Mficer in the Renewable Energy 
Department of the Ontgrio Ministry of 
Energy. He said that the Ontario 
Government ‘“‘is viewing methanol very 
favourably. We're very intecested in it and 
we're getting more interested in it every 
year.” He said that he expected the 
Ministry’s methanol budget to increase 
and that methanol might well become 
major initiative in the government's 
renewable energy thrust. He and other 
government officials told me that most of 
the methanol budget was aimed at Eastern 
Ontario's marginal farmland and forests, 
and they emphasized that Hastings County 
was as much.in the running as.any where 
else - on paper. | 


“But” another 
official cautioned, 
“Whoever gets it 
is going to have 
to push for it”. 


You're not going to get ‘anything if you 
don't go out and go after it. It doesn’t help 
to sit back. The money for methanol will be 
there én the next couple of years. But you'll 
have te fight for it.” 

Mr. Wieland questioned’ Mr. Rollins’ 
tigure of $6.00 to $7.00 a gallon tor 
methanol, saying that $2.00 to $3.00, 
without taxes about half the price of gas is 
tax was probably more accurate. He. said 
that, although Mr. Connerty’s figure of 75 
cents per gallon for methanol. produced 
from patioletins was correct, ‘producing 
methanol from petroleum when one cdn 
produce gas from it more cheaply doesn't 
make any sense." 

Although Mr. Wicland had not read 
tither r. Rollins release or Mr 
Connerty’s reply, he did give a general 
outline of his government's policy, several 
points of which contradicted Mr. Follins. 

He said that the government had done 
an exhaustive cight volume study on the 
subject and was doing an update of the 
study to bring it in line with presence 
circumstances, i.c. escalating oil prices. 
He said that the present government 
“feasibility studies - on sites in Lanark and 
Leeds-Grenville Counties would be three 
phased. They would include 1) A complete 
inventory of timber resources in the area, 
2) A study of possible co-generation i.c. 
generating heat from the methanol for use 
in industry as firewood etc. 3) A cost 
benefit study jobs generated, area 
economic development, lure for industry. 

This would seem to be enough to allay 
any fears that a methanol plant would 
denude area forests or hurt existing 
industry. However, Mr. Wieland went 
further, pointing out that ‘methanol is 
meant to be a renewable energy source. If 
we can't assure ourselves that there will 
be enough timber in the immediate area 
(transportation cost can’t be a factor, we're 
trying to save money), we won't proceed. 
**A methanol plant would need a certain 
number of trees every year, So we're 
talking about. forest thanaggment, not 
taking a chain saw to a forest and leaving 
just stumps behind."’ 

All this seems to point to the fact that the 
Ontario Government is taking methanol 
very seriously and sees it as a major 
industrial initiative for Eastern Ontario, 
including Hastings County and energy 
initiative for the province. 

Meanwhile Hastings Council and Clarke 
Rollins seem to have ranged themselves 
solidly against it. :

Mr. Rollins claims the production cost of 
‘one gallon of methanol is over $6.00. 
Industrial methanol is currently available 
at 75 cents per gallon, using petroleum as a 
feedstock. Using waste wood or garbage to 
make methanol could reduce this cost. 

Mr. Rollins claims methanol production 
requires hardwoods now used for furniture 
and flooring. This is not true. In fact, 
methanol would be made from the huge 
amounts of waste left in the forest atter 
lumber companies get the best hardwood. 
Getting this waste wood out of the forests 
with a cash market would leave Ontario's 
forests in proper shape for re-forestation 
for the first time in our historys The 
re-generation cycle of hardwoods needed 
by the lumber industry could then be 
reduced from 50-150 years to 10-40 years. 

Mr. Rollins does not want .a plant in 
Hastings County. His. own government on 
the other hand identified Bancroft and 
district as a prime area that could support a 
methanol plant from existing forest wastes. 

He further claims that use of this waste 


for methanol would cut into the, fuel-wood

researchers. looked only at the PCB 
mixtures rather than their component 
parts. The’ University of Guelph group is 
carrying out the first comprehensive 
synthesis and identification of the 


individual PCB compounds that make up © 


the commercial PCB mixtures. 

“Our research has demonstrated that 
some of the individual PCBs in these 
mixtures are biologically active and others 


are relatively innocuous,"’ explains Prof. 


Safe. ‘*From a health or environmental 
standpoint, the threat depends not on the 
overall level of PCB residues, but on the 
level of the specific PCBs that have been 
shown to be very toxic.” 

A $56,000 two-year grant from Health 
and Welfare Canada helped develop 
structure-activity relationships for the 
individual PCB compounds. This study, 
now drawing to a close, involves analyzing 
the activity of key liver enzymes in rats that 
have been injected with the individual 
PCBs. In rats and humans these liver 
enzyme activity levels are critical indi- 
cators of the toxicity of halogenated 
hydrocarbons such as PCBs, PBBs 
(polybrominated biphenyls) and dioxins. 

Another facet of the research, funded by 
a $50,000 two-year grant from the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research 
Council, includes pharmacokinetic studies 
of PCBs and related pollutants. 

During metabolism of these compounds, 
they may pass through intermediates that 
prove to be damaging to the body. Some of 
the intermediate components may cause 
damage to the genetic material, the DNA, 
thus creating the potential for mutations, 
birth defects and other genetic disorders. 

Prof. Safe and his University of Guelph 
co-workers have also done considerable 
research into PBBs, chemical cousins of 
PCBs and the compounds tbat caused 
widespread contamination of livestock, 


“food and humans in the state of Michigan. 


He hopes to extend his investigation to 
include more detailed toxicological studies 
of PBBs which are used as fire retardants. 

PCBs are gradually being pnased out of 
use and replaced with less environmentally 
disruptive compounds, but the threat to 
health remains because PCBs persist in the 
environment and accumulate in the fatty 
tissue of animals. The individual PCB 
comporents accumulate in animal tissue in 
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varying degrees. Based on the most recent 
University of Guelph experiments and data 
from Japanese researchers, the Guelph 
group suspects that humans selectively 
accumulate the more biologically active 


-PCB compounds. The accumulated PCB 


residues in human tissue and breast milk 
may be far more toxic than the original 
commercial mixture. 

If this finding proves valid, it could have 
implications in the setting of maximum. 
ermissible levels of PCB residues in 
‘oodstuffs. The maximum permissible 
residue should be based on the biological 
activity of the accumulated residues, not 
that of the commercial mixture, notes Prof. 


TAX TIPS 


9. The Family Allowance cheques 
‘eceived for our children are made out to 
my wife. Does this mean she must report 
the payments as income? 


A. Whoever claims a personal exemption 
for the child(ren) must report the payments 
as income. If neither of you claims an 
exemption, the person who received the 
cheques must report the income. 


Q. My wife receives interest from bonds 
which I purchased for her in her name.

A. No. The interest is your income because 
you purchased the bonds from your funds. 
The same rule would apply to dividends on 
shares, interest on savings accounts and so 
on. It is the person who provided the 
money to invest who. must report the 
income earned. 


Q. My wife and I have a joint bank 
account. My wife deposits money into the 
bank account from some of her earnings. 
The TS slip is made out in our joint names. 
Do I declare the income on my tax return or 
does my wife declare it on her tax return, 
or should we divide the interest income, 
declaring half of it on each of our returns’ 


A. If you and your wife deposit an equal 
amount of your respective earnings, then 
the interest is earned equally. If one of you 
deposits more than the other, then that 
person should report a larger share of the 
interest. 


Q. If our child cannot be claimed as a 
dependent, who reports the family 
‘allowance? s 


A. In this case, the person to whom the 
cheque is payable must~ declare the 
income. 


Q. My only income is my Old Age Pension. 
Do I have to file an income tax return? 


A. Not unless you are requested to do so 
by the Tax Department. However, if you 
resided in British Columbia, Ontario, 
Alberta or Manitoba on December 31, 
1979, you may be entitled to a provincial 
tax-credit which can only be obtained by 
filing an income tax return.

: Tuning up

fter months of ice and snow. slush and 


salt, your car may need a good spring 
inspection to continue to give you good 
service in the warm weather ahead. 

A variety of spring tune-up specials will 
soon be sprouring from many garages and 
repair outlets. While these service specials 
are usually a good deal, motorists must not 
ae that such a tune-up alone is not 
sufficient to prepare a car for heavy 

summer driving. After all, many motorists 
will add a few thousands miles to their cars 
between now and next fall. 

Service specials offered by some repair 
outlets usually focus on one problem area 
only. The traditional spring tune-up 
specials, for example, are concerned 
mainly with getting the engine into top 
epecenioy condition. 

But if you want to purge the winter 
sluggishness out of your car, .you cannot 
neglect other areas such as the cooling 
system, the brakes, steerihg, tires, and so 
on. After regular winter driving, it is 
particularly important to give your car a 
complete check-over, < 
Ignition and Electrical System 

There should be an overall check of the 

ignition and electrical system. 
Check the spark plugs; replace them if 
. necessary. Check and adjust distributor 
pane and condensers; replacement may 
e necessary on cars not equipped with 
electronic ignition. 

The coil, distributor cap, ‘rotor and 
ignition wiring should be checked 
thoroughly cleaned ‘to get. rid of the 
accumulation of road salt, oil and dirt 
which can result in difficult starting and 
fuel waste, especially in damp weather. 

Inspect air and fuel filters, replace them 
if necessary. ; 
Check and adjust the ignition timifig,

Thoroughly clean and test the battery 
and the connections. Check the level in the 
battery and test the electrical output of the 
alternator. Inspect the alternator and fan 
belts to make sure they are not frayed or 
loose. : : 

The above checks are usually included in 
a spring tune-up package, but the 
following points are just as important to get 
your car into top running condition. 
Cooling System 

Check the condition of the coolant; most 
experts recommend anti-freeze solution all 
year-round, instead ot water, About every 
two years, flush out the radiator and 
replace the coolant because old mixture 
loses its rust-inhibiting effectiveness. 

Test the cooling system for leaks and 
inspect the condition of all hoses and belts. 
Check the proper operation of ‘he 
thermostat and radiator cap, following the 
manufacturer's specification. 

General 

Consult your owner's manual for the 
frequency of oil changes and replacement 
of oil filters. Replace winter oil with a 
summer grade or multi-grade oil. As oil is 
considered to be the life blood of your 
engine, it is important to keep your car 
properly lubricated. 

All fluid levels and changes must 
conform to the manufacturer's specifica- 
tions; the automatic transmission fluid, 
the brake fluid ih the master cylinder, and 


‘ the differential fluid. 


Remove snow tires. Inspect and properly 
inflate summer tires, including spare, 
before. rotating and mounting them, 
Improper tire pressure can decrease tire 
life and increase fuel consumption. 

Check the steering mechanism and 
wheel alignment; have the wheels 
balanced and aligned, if necessary. Inspect 
and adjust the brakes; check drums, lining 
and the external brake lines. 

Check the exhaust system periodically 
for cracks and rust. The windshield wipers 
might need replacing after heavy winter 
use. Make sure all lights are operating 
properly: head, tail, signal, brake, 
back-up, license plate. Is the horn a 
reliable honker? 

Last but not least, clean the outside and 
the inside of the car. Get rid of all build-up 
of mud, salt, and just plain crusted-on dirt. 
The carpet under the rubber mats inside 
the car should be thoroughly dry to prevent 
rust from eating holes into the floor below 
the carpet. Give the inside of the car a good 
vacuum cleaning and wash. 

Regular Maintenance 

For most people, a car is a major 
financial/Anvestment and; as such, should 
be treagfed with care. Regular preventive 
maintenance and occasional repairs can 
keep it running smoothly for many years.

WOODS, WATER > 
& WILDLIFE —

Protecting our wet lands 


amongst landowners and reasonably 
effective in encouraging owners to protect 
these valuable natural resources. 

But one other valuable resource has 
been left out df this incentive program - 
wetlands. While some wooded wetlands 
might qualify under the managed forest tax 
rebate program, grassy wet areas such as 
marshes and fens do not. Yet these 
marshes are critical habitats for waterfowl 
and other migratory birds, almost all our 
amphibians, and a wide range of other 
wildlife. They provide essential spawning 
beds for fish, and act as nutrient filters to 
reduce pollution. Fens are a very special 
kind of wetland, providing habitat for 
dozens of species of rare or unusual plants. 

There are perhaps 100,000 acres of these 
Jaluable wetland areas remaining in 
southern Ontario, and they should qualify 
for a conservation rebate. The rebate 
program doesn’t provide public access, nor 
should it. But the fish and wildlife 
produced in a wetland area disperse for a 
considerable distance into adjacent lands 
and waters. Like the grocery store on the 
corner, a wetland spreads its products and 
its influence over the surrounding area. 

A tax break for marshes is clearly 


needed Ao help stem their destruction. The. 


burden of increasing land taxes has been 
an important factor in the sale and 
subsequent drainage of many of the 
lakeshore marshes previously owned and 
preserved by hunt clubs. On the east shore 
of Lake St. Clair. for example, over 25 per 
cent of the marshes existing in 1965 have 
been destroyed in the last 15 years. 

A tax rebate for wetlands had been 
proposed as part of the property tax reform 
package several years ago, burt the. idea 
died when that package was withdrawn. 
The Federation of Ontario Naturalists has 
now revived the proposal, and will be 
meeting with Provincial Treasurer Frank 
Miller to discuss it in more detail. For all 
those that care about the future of 
Ontario's wetlands, let's hope that Mr. 
Miller is listening.

They are also working 
mothers, parents who want their children 
to experience companionship or just 
interested adults with the interest of 
children first-and foremost in their minds. 
Their dream is to have a place in Madoc 
where children’ can go to develop 
physically, emotionally, socially and 
mentally, but they are facing a very 
difficult task and are going to need the 
support and co-operation of the whole 
community to make their dream a reality. 

But don’t mistake a day nursery for a 
babysitting service, even though it may 
fulfill many of the same requirements. A 
babysitting service might have'one person 
looking after several children more or less 
entertain themselves, often in front of the 
television. At a day nursery, a program 
would be drawn up by a qualified person or 
teacher, implemented by interested and 
caring adults for the benefit of the 
- children. And as much as possible, it would 
be operated on a volunteer basis to keep

Fire departments to work out details 
Huntingdon Council agrees to fire 
agreement with Madoc Village 


Huntingdon Township Council has voted 
to accept the agreement with Madoc 
Village for fire standby until such time as a 
new agreement is worked out between the 
two fire departments. The issue had been a 
source of some concern for residents of 
Huntingdon Township. since a tri-council 
meeting last month at which time it 
appeared that three stipulations being 
demanded by Madoc Village Council on 
behalf .of the -Madoc Volunteer Fire 
Department would cause the discontinua- 
tion of the service. 

A delegation from the 14th concession of 
Hulffingdon consisting of Mr. and Mrs. 
Don Love, Mrs. Doug Phillips, Mrs. J. 
Keene, Mrs. Gary Reid and Maurice Ash 
attended council to make their feelings 
known that they wished the coverage from 
Madoc Village to continue because it was 
the nearest fire department and it could 
supply the best service because of this 
proximity. They were informed by council 
there had never been any intention of 
removing the fire protection now available 
to, residents of the north end of 
Huntingdon. Some debate had taken place 
about the three new stipulations from 
Madoc Village but, with further discussion, 
it was decided that these new stipulations 
could be incorporated in a new agreement 
with the finer details to be worked out by 
the fire departments involved. 

Mr. C. Pope, from the office of the Fire 
Marshall, also attended the council 
meeting and gave a brief rundown on fire 
protection agreements and fire services. 
Mr. Pope talked about the co-operation of 
fire departments, feeling that an agree- 
ment between thre’ departments, as was 
the case in Madoc and area, could save 


money and prevent duplication of services, 
but he also advised council that they were 
not locked into the agreement and, if they 
felt they could cparada their department to 
Mutual Aid standards at any time in the 
furure, they ggpid do so simply by giving 
six peeiorilh otice. Upgrading to Mutual 
Aid standards would include he purchase 
of a pumper, fire fighting, entry and rescue 
equipment and, while this might sound like 
a large outlay of money for the 
municipality, it could be offset by 
insurance rates to that community. Mr. - 
Pope cited the municipality of Coe Hill as 
an example. They purchased‘ a second 
hand pumper, which resulted in an 
increased charge for taxes. in that 
municipality, but it was offset by a 47 per 
cent reduction in insurance rates at the 
time of the purchase and was again 
reduced by six to seven per cent upon entry 
into Mutual Aid. 

The question of purchasing a second 
hand pumper had been discussed by 
council and, while Mr. P and council 
agreed that there were se tbek many good, 
used pumpers around; Mr. Pope also cited 


the municipality of Carrying Place as an 


example of a community that purchaged a 
1942 pumper that passed the underwriters’ 
inspection and got them into Mutual Aid. 
The advantage of Mutual Aid is that a fire 
department can call for assistance from 


“another nearby department, at no cost to 


the municipality, if they are uriable to 
answer a fire, call. Under the present 
Eimeren.. Mt Huntingdon relies on 
protection-from.the Madoc Fire Depart- 
ment and Madoc receives a call in its own 
area while on a Huntingdon fire, they must 
return to their own fire. They cannot be

used for several years and was valued at 
$15,000. by Eldorado Fire Chief Morrison. 
Both Eldorado and Madoc Fire Depart- 
ments responded to the fire but were too 
late to save the barn. 


held liable for any loss in Huntingdon. 
According to Mr. Pope, no fire 
department in Ontario has a sufplus of 
protection. Council itself felt that there had 
never been too much of a problem between 
Madoc Village and Huntingdon but they 
felt committed to working out adequate 
protection for the whole township. They 
felt their department had done an excellent 
job of upgrading their equipment, that they 
now had an cxcellent communications 
setup and that they would continue to 


improve the fire department, Another

Maps are being drawn up 
identifying properties within Huntingdon 
that will assist the departments involved in 
locating the scene of a fire. Huntingdon 
Council felt they could reach agreement 
with Madoc Village for fire protection, but 
the details would have to be worked out by 
the fire departments involved.

Two weeks ago, the Centre Hastings 
area was being inundated with rain that 
caused extensive flooding. Now, two weeks 
later, that same area is being threatened 
by éxtensive fire damage as people begin 
burning off old, but very dry grass. If rain 
had not come this weekend, the Tweed 
District of the Ministry of Natural 
Resources would have been into a critical 
fire peri6d that would have seen no 
daytime burning permits issued by that 
district. 

Almost all of the flooding and runoff 
normally associated with the spring 


occurred this year on one weekend, | 


resulting in an extended period between 
the melting of the snow and the beginning 
of the new growth that helps to lessen the 
fire hazard, which has therefore resulted in 
extremely dry conditions that are deceiving 
to the public because pools of water are 
still apparent in low lying areas. They feel 
confident in burning grass, leaves and 
brush now because **....it is still quire 
wet."" But the Ministry of Natural 
Resources reminds us that we are now into 
the fire season (from April Ist to October 
31st) and they intend to enforce the Fire 
Prevention Act this year, which will result 
in charges being laid if a person does not 
adhere to these regulations and assistance 
is required to put out a fire. 

According to Doug Mumford at the 
Tweed Ministry of Natural Resources, 
there is no quota of charges to be laid but, 
if it can be proved that a fire was created 
because of negligence, charges will be laid’ 
“We've done all the talking and educating 
we can do. Now, we'll start enforcing the 
act and hope that will assist us in reducing 
the number of fires in the area. We have 
appointed Fred Day, one of our most 
experienced fire crew leaders*from last 
vear, to investigate any fires in the area 
and, if he finds an infraction with evidence, 
he will proceed with a charge.” 

As of Thursday morning of last week, 
nine fires had occurred in the Tweed 
District and Doug Mumford expressed 
concern at that number of fires over a three 
day period. To lay charges, the Ministry of 
Natural’ Resources must first ascertain 
what caused the fire and, while Mumford 
says it is sometimes difficult, it can be 
done. **‘What you do to determine the 
cause of a fire is you take all the factors 
that contributed to a fire’s advance from 
point A to point B in reverse. That is, you 
would consider such things as wood, fuel 
and smoke and trace the fire's path from 
where it ended to where these factors in 
reverse lead you. Hopefully, you can 
narrow the origin of the fire to a one acre 
area and then vou use a common sense 
elimination of the causes of the fire to 
come up with a probable cause. Then, to 
lav a charge or clear someone from having 
a charge laid against them, you would set 
out to prove the cause. Sometimes it is very 
obvious, like a lightning. strike or 
something like that, and sometimes no 
evidence of the reason for the fire is 
apparent. In that™ case, it would be 
attributed to natural causes and no charge 
would be laid. We've tried the preyention 


through education, but that hasn't seemed 
to work. Some people don’t seem to mind 
ministry officials coming out and warning 
them that they need a fire permit, so now 
we will start enforcing the act and hope 
that the education and enforcement will 
assist our prevention program.”’ 

Doug Mumford told us that two full 
crews will be on duty to fight fires by early 
next week, but he aces of a trend that 
caused many fires during 1975 and which 
he already sees developing this year. “In 
1975, we had forecasts that continually 
predicted rain but, for some reason, the 
low pressure systems seemed to follow 
along the Great Lakes and missed us 
completely. We had a forecast of rain for 
April 2nd, but the system stayed to the 
south of us and didn’t materialize. Now, if 
we don’t get the major system that is 
supposed to develop this weekend, we 
could have a very serious situation by the 
weekend.’’ 

Fred Day's sole job throughout the fire 
season will. be fire prevention and 
enforcement. “The Forest Fires Preven- 


tion Act has been in effect for many years" 
he said, ‘but it has only been enforced 
periodically because in a normal fire 
season, everybody ends up fighting the 
fires and no one has time to try and 
investigate or enforce the act. For the past 
few years, only about one hundred charges 
per year have been laid-in the whole 
province.”" ' 

But, while Fred Day will lay charges if 
they are warranted, -he stressed that 
nothing is ever black/and white and he also 
stresses that he wéuld continue with the 
fire prevention ghd education program. 
During the fire period, people must have 
fire permits to start any fire and, as in the 
past, warnings will be issued if someone is 
found at a fire without a permit with the 
exception that, if assistance is needed to 
quell the fire, a charge will be laid. **We'll 
continue in most cases, to give people a 
warning but, unlike other years, those 
warnings will be registered and kept on 
file. If we have to go back to the same place 
the second time and again find someone

burning without a permit, we will. lay 
charges for both times. I have six months 
in which to lay a charge. Some discretion is 
used but, if I lay a charge, there is no such 
thing as an out of court settlement. Even 
now, with only three days gone in the fire 
season, we have two charges pending and 
there is another area where fires appear to 
be a problem so far, so we will lay charges 
in that area.’’ Mr. Day also warns people 
not to rely on the fact that their neighbours 
can burn without a permit. ‘They may be 
on the very edge of an area that does not 
have a fire prevention program. If you 
happen to be in an area that does have a 
program, you must have a permit. If you're 
in doube about whether you are in a fire 
region, contact the ministry and ask 


.them.”’ 


And he also warns that just because you 
have a fire permit does not mean you are 
not liable if your fire is not peg 
controlled. **You must attend the fire, you 
are liable. If you fail to ensure that the fire 
is out and it starts again, you are liable."’ 
The ministry does what it can to prevent 


* 
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those situations from arising. ‘‘If people 

have a major amount of burning to do, like 

a lot of brush, an old hay field or barn, they 

can contact us, we'll send someone out to 

check if jt is hazardous or not and, if it is 

hazardous, we'll send a crew with 

equipment or just equipment to help fight 

any fire that might get away."’ This is a 

free service offered by the Ministry of 

Natural Resources and, while too many , 
requests might form a problem, they will 

try to assist in any way possible. The 

ministry welcomes any questions about 

this program. Mr. Day warns that, while 

liable for any fine levied by a judge, people 
who start a fire are also flable for any Fire 
fighting costs, as well, In addition to the 
ministry's proposal, both Marmora and 
Madoc Fire Departments are offering to 
burn villege resident's grass if they will 
contact a member of the department and 
leave their name. 

Mr. Day says 30 per cent of any one 
year’s fires occur in the month of April 
when people are burning their grass. 
‘Each year, we lose a few garages or 
barns. In the first three days this year, we 
had nine fires with an average size of 22.2 
acres. Spring fires are also usually much 
bigger than the deeper burning summer 
fires. The average size during the summer 
would probably be about five acres.” 

Ignorance of the law is not a valid 
excuse, especially since the ministry will 
supply or tell you where you can obtain a 
copy of the Forest Fire Prevention Act. 
There are several very interesting sections 
to this law, for instance; 

7) For the purpose of controlling and 
extinguishing a fire, an officer may use any 
privately-owned equipment and may 
employ or summon the assistance of any

D.R.E.E. Projects - Cost shared Canada - 
Ontario 

D.R.E.E. is the Federal Department of 
Regional Economic Development. Ontario 
has entered into agreement with the 
federal government and obtained D.R.E.E. 
funds so that the Ministry of Natural 
Resources can carry out forest improve- 


pe RO within the district, 
thousands of acres of low-quality forest 
occupying land capable of producing 
high volumes of quality timber. High 
operating costs and low return has 


_ inhibited private enterprise from opera- 


ting in these stands. 
stands, funds of $250,000 per annum have 
been made available to the Tweed District 
for forest renewal. With this funding. 
during the past year over 400 acres 0 
prime forest land has been ‘upgraded. 
Cutting operations in stands of low timber 
quality . were carried out by timber 
operators under contract with the Ministry. 


A quantity of hardwood timber, including © 


pulp, logs and fuelwood, was salvaged in 
the operation and_sold by tender. 

It is expected” that, in addition to 
improving the quality of the forest, the 
communities adjacent to the forest wi 
benefit from these projects. 
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Planting time is here again 
The number of trees to be planted this 
year will be the highest ever for the Tweed 
District. Nine hundred thousand wees will 
be distributed across the district, of which

There will also be -a significant pilot 
project this year -in the use of container 
stock.

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Pipeline to 3M will — 
bypass Havelock . 


A pipeline carrying natural gas from 
Campbeliford up Highway 30 to Havelock 
and along Old Norwood. Road to the 3M 
mine may be installed this summer. The 
matter was discussed by Don Perredine 
and Jim Fagan of Consumer Gas Company 
at lagt Thursday nights meeting © 
Belmont-Methuen Council. ‘ 

The gas company representatives 
appeared before council to ask for a 
franchise agreement with the township 
permitting the pipeline to be installed and 
giving the Consumer Gas Company 
exclusive right to supply natural gas in the 
township. 

They said negotiations are under way 
with mine officials at 3M who are 
considering a change-over to natural gas at 
the plant, and if they decide to proceed 
they are looking for installation by 
mid-September. 

Mr. Fagan said speed was of the essence 
in obtaining an agreement with the 
township because of the amount of work 
and other regulations involved. After a 
tariff agreement is signed the gas company 
must appear before the Ontario Energy 
Board, a time-consuming procedure. He 
said his company had set a May Ist date for 
approaching the Energy Board, and all 
going well they would have their 
agreement approved by the end of June 
and a bylaw passed by the township within 
two months. ‘‘That will give us two months 
to. get the pipe in the ground”, he said. 

The franchise agreement would give the 
Consumer Gas Company the right to 
distribute gas using the highways for 
installation of the pipeline, the gas 
company assuming responsibility for 
restoring the roads after installation, The 
company will pay taxes on the pipeline and 
nothing will be required in the way 0 
municipal services. The franchise, he said, 
is a standard agreement used throughout 
the system. He also said that the 
municipality would require a solicitor for 
the negotiations and his charges would be 
assumed by the gas company. 

Belmont-Methuen Council were in 
favour of the gasline but hesitated to sign a 
tariff agreement at this time because of a 
court case. currently under way between 
the Consumer Gas Company and the City 
of Peterborough. The townhsip’s solicitor 
is also working on behalf of Peterborough 
in this case and so Belmont-Methuen 
Council members felt sure the solicitor 
would advise them to await the outcome of 
the case as he had already done in advice to 
Peterborough County. The Peterborough 


case goes to court April 22nd with an™ 


uncertain length of time for the hearing. 
The issue is whether or not the Ontario 


Energy Board have the right to impose a 
renewal of the city’s franchise agreement 
with the gas company under the existing 
terms. 

Reeve Ellwood Hamilton wondered why 
the county could not issue a permit to the 
company to lay the pipeline without a tariff 
agreement being signed, but this was ruled 
unfeasible by Mr. Perredine who said that 
in any case an agreement must be signed 
to set forth conditions, responsibilities and 
liabilities. 

Deputy-Reeve Graydon Harris and 
Councillor Pat Patterson, who are 
employed at the Nephton mines of 
indusmin and IMC, felt those mines might 
also be interested in procuring mares Bee 
They asked what would be involved in 
extending the line north 20 miles to 
Nephton and whether the gas conray 
would consider such a move. One of the 
mines is now using around 1000 gallons of 
oil per day and gas might be considered a 
more economical form of energy. 

Mr. Pertedine and Mr. Fagan had not 
known about the nepheline mines at 
Nephton but seemed interested and gave 
their cards to the two councillors with 
instructions for the mine officials to contact 
them for discussion about gas for the 
northern mines. 

Mr. Patterson, also asked if Havelock 
could be hooked to the line seeing that the 
pipe would pass by the village. 

This, according to Mt. Perredine, 
involved a separate agreement. 

‘When we look at Havelock", he said, 
“we see a town with the highway just 
freshly paved. But it is a possibility there in 
the future, It would have to be studied"’. 

He was asked whether if the © gas 
company felt it unfeasible, Havelock could 
approach a higher board, the Ministry of 
Energy; and compel the company to 
provide gas to the town i. 

“No! said Mr. Perredine—The gas 
company must look at the economics and 
the Ministry would not compel us to make 
an uneconomical investment.”’ 

When asked how many consumers would 
be required to make the operation 
successful, he replied, *‘To break even, | 
would estimate about 50 per cent’’. 

At the conclusion of the delegation’s 
presentation Reeve Ellwood Hamilton 
advised the gas company representatives 
that they would be given a decision on the 
rariff agreement within the next week after 
consultation with the township's solicitor. 
The representatives departed again stres- 
sing the need for prompt action and citing 
the amount of work to be done. The work 
required at 3M to change over boilers 
during the summer.

Havelock Seniors hear talk on

Jim Larkin was the speaker last 
Wednesday afternoon at the Senior 
Citizens’ monthly meeting. He spoke on 
the retirement years as years otf 
opportunity, subject about which he 
gained much knowledge in years-of work 
with Government Rehabilitation Services. 


In a series of talks which have been 
presented monthly at the Senior Citizens’ 
quarters, Jim Larkin spoke last Wednesday 
afternoon on’ ‘Retirement - the end or the 
beginning*’. :

relationship with his creator, 


Fears of leaching 
at Cordova 


A letter .has been received by 
Belmont-Methuen Township from Gary 5. 
Bowen of Belleville expressing concern at 
the leeching operations being conducted in 
the Hamlet of Cordova by a company 
working with an’ ore heap from the 
abandoned Cordova gold mine in tests to 
try to extract gold from the ore, : 

Mr. Bowen said he was concerned 
about the danger of cyanide contaminating 
village wells because of the experiments 
and had written of his concern to Professor 
Tavlor of Trent University, who had passed 
his letter to Professor Nind, a ground water 
expert. He asked if a bond of good faith 
concerning liability had been posted by the 
company. 

For the ensuing discussion Councillor 
Walter Hood, one of the members of the 
company doing research at Cordova, 
declared a paattict of interest and did not 
take part in the discussion. 

Councillors said the Ministry of the 
Environment has been closely monitoring 
operations in Cordova and were testing 
wells and ground water regularly and had 
found no cyanide. The clerk was instructed 
to so advise Mr. Bowen.

retirement as opportunity 


He insisted that retirement can be the 
beginning of the best years of our lives, an 
opportunity for unlimited self- 
development, but that in many cases this is 
not so. Too often retirement is 4 
threatening situation for economic reasons, 
but even financially secure persons, 
approaching retirement, often experience 
pres anxiety, agitation, depression and 
ear of the future. 

In identitying with the physical world 
persons are subjected to the laws of duality 
and change, and physical, mental and 
spiritual suffering. One who identifies with 
the body sees his retirement from work asa 
signal that the next exit is death. 

The spiritually enlightened person, on 
the other hand, looks upon his day of 
retirement as a day of liberation. Not being 
attached to his job he sees his job as 
role-playing on the stage of life and 
retirement to him is an opportunity to 
further serve mankind in some capacity, 
whether with volunteer work and fur- 
thering his education, or with creative 
work. Retirement isa golden opportunity 
to grow spiritually. , 

Every end is a new beginning in that 
nothing in life ends in the sense of 
complete annihilationwbut rather is a 
transition from one state to another. 
Retirement marks the transition from a 
piofessional/technical role in society to a 
more personal/community role. 

It is the person who is too well-- 
conditioned for the working world who 
finds himself disoriented on retirement, 
having become totally identified with his 
work. He feels he has lost everything since 
his worth as a person is based wholly on 
what he does. 

The period of adjustment requires major 
changes in attitude, moying from profit 
motivation to disinterested motivation to 
develop the desire for service for the 
pleasure of giving. 

If he succeeds in making the adjustment 
he will find retirement and old age a joyful 
experience, 

Mr. Latkin's speech was based on 
personal experience as well as on 
experience he gained during ten years he 
worked with the Canadian Department of 
Veteran Affairs helping psychiatric pa- 
tients, 11 years spent with the Workmen's 
Compensation Board where he served for 
some time as Assistant Chief Rehabilita- 
tion Officer, two years as Chief of 


Vocational Rehabilitation Services with the 
Dept. of Manpower and Immigration and 
as advisor in rehabilitation to the Mental 
Health Division of Ontario, Ministry of 
Health. :

Each one outlined essentially the same 
procedure to be followed - to call from one 
to three public meetings for input from

The Jean Monteith firm, headed by a 
woman who previously worked with 
Totten, Sims, Hubicki and started her own 
company in 1977, suggested the project 
could be done in four months.

Municipal Planning Consultants, estab- 
lished in 1955, said their experience on 
such projects goes back to 1974 when the 
program was introduced as the Neighbour- 
hood Improvement Plan. They have 
planned in the Ottawa area, Tecumseh and 
Windsor and claim to specialize in 
neighbourhood improvement work. They 
likewise laid claim to having done the most 
of any consulting firm in the province on 
such work,

They had gone to the trouble of drawing: 
up a chart which they pinned up on the wall 
to show the various -stages their work 
would take in a 19-week program including 
a photographic survey © the village. 
surveys of land use, street conditions, age 
of buildings, existing land use, sidewalks, 
parks, best sites for library and tennis 
courts. They had previous experience in 
building tennis courts and estimated the 
cost around $14,000. for a court. 

Totten Sims Hubicki called for three 
public meeting although they said from 
experience the material coming out of such 
meetings was usually disappointing. They 
claimed to have built many libraries and 
tennis courts and suggested a good 
-ombination is one with combined library 
and court so that washrooms in the 
building could be made available for 
players. They had sample drawings of 
library and tennis court combinations with 
them 

Greer Galloway proposed drawing up 
a plan over a period of six months starting 
with a co-ordinator meeting followed by 
public involvement. Their advice was that 
they felt it preferable to have an advisory 
board with some members of the public 
included and to meet at least twice with the 
public to show slides of what has been done 
elsewhere and what is possible here. After 
public and council input they would make 
a land use survey and obtain other data 
such as a profile of the population and a 
survey of library users. 

The prices quoted by the four firms 
ranged from around $6,000 with extras for 
bylaw applicayion and mileage to $12,000. 

The presentations were all made within 
the one-half hour provided for each one 
and the representatives departed leaving 
at abundance of literature to be studied by 
the councillors and with a promise that a 
decision would be made within one or two

GARDENING 


Bulbs: a nice 
spring gift: 


It won't be.long before the spring 
flowers appear, but for those who can’t 
wait, there are-many flowering plants for 
sale now at florist shops across Ontario. 
“*Some of the most popular gift plants at 
this time of the year are lihes, azaleas, 
flowering bulbs, cyclamen and gloxinias,"* 
says Russ Gomme, Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food horticulturist. They 
can shorten the long wait for spring and, 
with proper care, some can provide 
summer enjoyment too." 

The key to maintaining’ these flowering 
plants in your home is to duplicate 
greenhouse conditions as closely as 
possible. This means providing adequate 
light, humidity, and cool temperatures. 

“Most of these plants prefer indirect 
light and temperatures in the 18 to 200C 
(60 to 650F) range,”" says Mr. Gomme. 

Ovetwatering is one of the major causes 
of failure with gift plants. Check them 
regularly, and water only when necessary. 
To determine when to water, Mr. Gomme 
suggests tapping the side of the clay pot 
with your knuckle. If you hear a ring. the 
needs water. To test soil in plastic pots, 
stick your finger into the soil. If the soil 
feels dry. it's time to water, 

“Use tepid water or cold water to 
prevent shock to the roots,” he says. ‘‘If 
the water in your area has a high 
concentration of salts, let it settle before 
watering the plants. or use rain water.” 

Most gitt plants do not require fertilizer 
because a slow-release fertilizer has been 
incorporated into the soil. If you use 
fertilizer, half strength is recommended. 

Here are a few extra tips. Avoid 
watering the foliage, especially on Atrican 
Violets, to prevent unsightly spots. Water 
plants early in the day to prevent disease. 
Blooms on Easter lilies last longer if you 
remove the anthers--the yellow polien- 
bearing pods--from the flower centres. 
When the warm weather arrives in late 
May, most gift plants, even amaryllis, can 


be moved outdoors to brighten your patio _

Unwed Parent Programme 


by Noel Stockton 


The Cablevie TV Service in Belleville 


recently broadcast a further programme in 
the series devoted to the Hastings County 
Children’s Aid Society, whose main office 
is situated on Front Street in Belleville. 

The moderator of the show, Linton Read, 
Principal of the Bayside Secondary School 
was interviewing Thora Rowe, a case 
worker with the Society. 

The subject was the Unwed Parent 
Programme, which Thora Rowe supervises 
and she expressed the opinion that a great 
many changes had recently taken place, 
both in the official approach to unwed 
parents as well as the general outlook by 
the public ar large. 

She explained that the name had been 
changed from the unwed mothers to the 
unwed parents, because it is now 
considered that the same services and 
conditions can apply just as well to the 
father who is attempting to bring up his 
child alone. 

The basic service offered by Mrs. Rowe, 
is that of counselling unwed mothers who 
are anxious to keep their babies, showin 
them encouragement and guidance, as well 
as assistance and hope. Ten years ago, 
says Mrs. Rowe, she was run off her feet 
looking atter the unwed mothers, whereas 
at the present time she can cope with her 
work in this one field in two days of the 
week. The situation has been considerably 
eased over the last ten years due partly to 
the wider recognition of the use of 
contraceptives, a more liberal view of 
abortions for therapeutic purposes, and 
that Society as a whole is now more 
receptive to the concept of the single 
parent family and specifically the unwed 
mothers who want to keep their babies 
born out of wedlock 

The Children's Aid Society would like to 
have more contact with unwed mothers to 
whom they offer their services and help. It 
is their desire to be able to counsel 
mothers-to-Bbe before the birth of the child 
so that they can help them to make up their 
minds whether or not they wish to bring up 
their own babies. The case worker cannot 
tell the mother what she should do 
however, but she can advise and she can 
point out to the mother all of the governing 
factors concerned, if she is considering the 
release of her child to adoption.

Currently there are an estimated 1,000 
teenage pregnancies in Ontario annually, 
all which can pose a distressin 
experience for the girls themselves, as we 1 
as for their families. The Children's Aid 
Society personnel will help to advise the 
parents of these pregnancies and offer 
their assistance and guidance where it is 
required and requested. Sometimes, says 
Mrs. Rowe, there will be a call from a 
hospital to say that a girl has had a baby 
and needs help, where there has been no 
former contact either by the mother 
herself, ‘the father of the girl's parents. 

In this regard Mrs. Rowe feels that steps 
should be taken to explain to parents and 
make them more conscious of the services 
available to them. The Children’s Aid 
Society can advise as to the places where 
clothing can be obtained for the babies and 
other requisites may be acquired. In the 
circumstances where the father has 
acknowledged responsibility for the preg- 
nancy, he pathy gay contact the case 
workers whenever the mother herself is for 
any reason reluctant to do so. The father 
now has more responsibilities in the matter 
of deciding whether or not the child should 
be put up for adoption. 

In offering their services, the case 
workers fe€l very strongly about the unwed 
mothers, but in no way is it their intention 
to. interfere with the rights of the 
grandparents who sometimes may wish to 
adopt the baby themselves and bring up 
the child as a sister to its mother. Thora 
Rowe will then try to show the 
grandmother exactly what will be involved, 
and where the responsibility forthe child 
will rest. 

The law is very strong in support of the 
natural mother and sees that the baby is 
not taken from her without consent. The 
unwed mother can g6 to court and make a 
declaration that she is willing to put the 
baby up for adoption, and the judge will 
rule accordingly. Where the baby is offered 
for adoption, the chances are very much in 
its favour as the Children’s Aid Society 
goes to great lengths to ensure that the 
child's welfare is the very first consider- 
ation. 

The Society is always ready and willing 
to help the unwed parents, to serve and to 
meet their needs.

are attending the nursery, a kitchen with at 
least two sinks and a bathroom are 
required. But even these facilities are not 
the major problem. For a full day nursery, 
a playground facility is also required 
immediately adjacent to the building. In 
Madoc, there just does not appear to be 
many buildings that could meet the last 
stipulation so the organizers are looking for 
suggestions or assistance from the general 
pee «8 if you know of any house, church, 
old-school or public building that would be 
suited to this program, the organizers 
would like to hear trom you. 

Another problem that should be solved 
immediately after finding a site for the 
centre is naming the centre, One name 
suggested at a meeting held in the high 
school on Thursday night was the Busy Bee 
Day Care-Centre. They were advised that 
this name had already been used so the 
organizers decided to ask for help from the 
public to establish a name. If you think you 
have come up with an appropriate name for 
a day care centre based in Madoc, the 
organizers would be pleased to hear from 
you.

for babysitting. ‘‘To pay prices like that, 
we would have to be making about $200 a 
week minimum to make it worth our while 
to be working.” said several of the mothers 
at the last meeting. They felt that a place 
where their children would be looked after, 
come in contact with other children and 
learn at the same time, would be the ideal 
situation. 

At the first ‘meeting, seventeen 
interested people attended and elected a 
board to continue work on the project. This

(Secretary). ‘‘‘We're hoping that this 
program will help all the working moms in 
the arga.’’ said president Chris Ellis, 
herself a working mom. ‘*We see the 
program as a chance for both the children 
and the mothers to benefit.

Oh yes, a great many farmers 
are involved but the industry has 
evolved in a different way in Quebec 

The big companies are the integra- 
tors, the financiers. It's common for 
these companies to issue contracts to 
farmers. The’ companies may have 
dozens, even hundreds, of farmers 
raising more than 100,000 hogs on 
contract. The firms, usually feed 
companies, provide money. The farm- 
ers providethe sites, build the barns and 
do all the work 

These big companies. are finding 
things tough. Disasters in hog raising in 
Quebec are coming thick and fast. When

they lose $10, to $20 on every hog 
shipped, they decide to get out. 
Unfortunately, they take dozens of 
farmers with them when they go. 

In Ontario, the individual hog farmer 
is extremely vulnerable. Truckers in 
some parts of the province are aware of 
auction salés coming up in the next few 
weeks because bankers will no longer 
carry the farmer. 

What's the biggest factor in these 
‘illings? 

Feed prices? No, although they are 
high and going higher. Energy costs? 
No, although they are high and will go 
higher. Replacement costs? No, al- 
though they are high and will go higher. 
Fertilizer costs? No, although they are 
high and will increase by at least, 20 
percent this year. Equipment costs? No, 
although they are high and will increase 
by at least 12 percent this year. Labor 
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@ Ail the above services available 
with the purchase of Foxboro.

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costs? No, although they are high and 
will have to increase by 10 percent this 
year. 
The big. killer? 

Interest rates. 

These are high, too high, because they 
are compounded. This is the last straw, 
so to speak, that is breaking the 
farmer's back. 

It is a terrible blow to an urban 
family, for instance, when a renewed 
mortgage at incredibly high interest 
rates make payments impossible. 
Young families are forced back into a 
rental situation again after scrounging 
to buy a home. 

But pity the farmer. He doesn’t just 
lose his home. He loses his entire 
livelihood. He may have an investment 
in land, buildings and equipment that 
could top $500,000. and he is being forced 
to abandon it. 

Those with big debts are simply being 
wiped out. | know of one young farmer 
who worked for five years to get started. 
He walked into the bank needing money 
to buy seed and plant his 1980 crop. He 
was refused. He dumped the keys to his 
house and barn onthe banker's.desk and 
walked away. He got a job in a factory. 

It is a tough time for hog farmers 
because there are just too many hogs 
being produced, Prices are high for five 
years.

- The negative side of the energy picture 


L attended a conference called Seeds for 
80 about a month ago fully intending to 
come back and sit down and write a story in 
this section of the paper. I wanted to share 
with you the knowledge, enthusiasm and 
hope I experienced there. Several times I 
sat down to begin but I could find what we 
call an angle or point of view from which to 
tell you the story so it just stayed inside me 
until last week. 

I happened to be watching the news from 
CJOH in Ottawa; suddenly to my surprise 
some of the faces I'd seen at the conference 
were staring back at me and I realized how. 


| should go about telling you about the s 


conference and why. 

The news item was from a little place 
south of Smith Falls called Portland. Over 
400 people had turned out for a “public 
meeting to discuss uranium mining in their 
area. I remembered hearing 5 Ss that 
exploration for uranium is ranging all over 
Eastern Ontario from as far west as 
Marinora Township to the were ‘border 
and beyond. The people at the meeting in 
Portland were concerned and they didn’t 
want. a uranium mine. The numbers 
surprised even the organizers and 
especially the authorities, Only a few ‘days 
before a local reeve had described those 
concerned about nuclear development as a 
few newcomers to the area. As usual thé 
politicians even in a small community, are 
the last to know what people want. 

I'm sure some of you reading this are 
about to stop and go on the Trotter or 


- Stockton: but before you do let me outline 


for you just what you can expect from 
uranium development in this area or any 
other. 

First, let's deal with the economic 
benefits, which will be highly touted by 
the industry should they ever come to 
town. Uranium deposits in this area would 
necessarily be of lower grade or they would 
have been developed long ago. This means 


that the mines will be open pi ations 
requiring few ple por i "sg 

machines, probably computer run, because 
the cost of removing the ore would have to 
be low. This would require a small work 
force of highly skilled people not likely to 
be here already. (With the possible 
exception of Matmora) Therefore local 
direct jobs would be few. Further, the 
mining operation would be short lived 10 to 
20 years meaning that any support 
industries or services will disappear when 
the mine leaves. Also the presence of a 


* uranium mine is anything but an incentive 


for tourism especially after the mine closes 
and the exposed tailings are sitting there 
leaching radon gas into the air and radium 
into the water table. 

The process of mining itself is another 
question that a community should 
consider. Once the ore has been extracted 
from the ground it is put through a milling 
process and then treated with water and 
chemicals to separate the uranium. This 
produces urahium oxide or yellow cake and 
a waste product called tailings. : 

The yellow cake is shipped to the 
refinery to be processed into reactor fuel or 
bombs, but onlytwo pounds of every ton of

ground sand-like material is radioactive, 
retaining about 85 per cent of the original 
radioactivity of the ore. They will remain 
radioactive for as long as 100,000 years, 
releasing toxic radioactivity the entire 
time. Huge moulds of tailings will build up 
around the mine to be blown and spread 
like sand.’The Federal government does 
not require the mining companies to deal 
with the waste. The millions of tons of 
waste in Elliot Lake will be-cleaned up at 
taxpayers’, expense as was the tiny bit of 
waste that has been cleaned up in Port 
Hope where tailings from the refinery 
there were used for fill eventually causing

presents of radon gas in the building. 

What about the environment and t 
health effects on the people living in the 
vicinity of the mine? : 

Through the decay of the radioactive 
elements in the tailing mounds radium and 
radon gas are produced. Radium partially 
dissolves in water and can leach into the 
water table or flow into nearby streams and 
lakes. It concentrates in the food chain and 
humans at the top of the chain, receive the 
accumulated radium received by all the 
previous organisms. In humap beings, 
radium concentrates, in bones, where toxic 
radiation continues to be released. This can 
give rise to bone cancer, leukemia and 
genetic disease. 

Radon, a radioactive gas produced by 
the tailings, drifts for hundreds of miles on 
the wind. A heavy gas, it stays close to the 
ground, where human beings - you and me 
- are most affected. When radon is 
inhaled, radiation is released inside,the 


‘ lungs thus increasing the risk of cancer if 


not actually creating cancer. 

The run-off and leaching from the 
tailings’can acidify the waterways, much as 
acid rain does, making the water too acidic 
to support fish. Many of the lakes in the 
Serpent River system in the Elliot Lake 
area have already gone this route, They are 
too acidic for. fish and too polluted with 
radium for drinking and swimming. The 


‘Jakes where tailings were actually pushed 


right into water for disposal are in 
especially poor shape. 

The miners face two kinds of risks to 
their health. Firstly like all miners they 
encounter rock aad dust particles. These 
fine particles can give rise to diseases of 
the respiratory tract such as silicosis. 
Uranium miners also face the added 
hazzard of radon gas which is concentrated 
the most in the mines. It took a death rate 
of close to 20_per cent of miners with lung

- Swimming pools: a good look 


Thinking of buying a swimming pool? 
Here are some suggestions that can 
save you money and aggravation before 
taking the plunge. 

Before you do anything, sit down and 
make alist of all the reasons you want a 
pool: relaxation, recreation, fitness, fun 
for the kids, whatever. Then write down 
the negative aspects of owning a pool 
initial cost, chemically treating the 
water, cleaning filters, annual winter- 
izing, number of months of use. Now 
weigh the two and if you're still keen, 
read on 
Assess your needs 

Develop some idea of the kind of pool 
you want before you consult a builder. If 
you enjoy diving, your pool should be at 
least 8' 6" deep to accommodate a 24 
inch diving stand. If you have small 
children, you'll need an adequate 
shallow areacand will probably want a 
safety float line built in. If you entertain 
often, you'll need a deck large enough to 
accommodate your guests. Whatever 
your reasons for wanting a pool, make 
sure you incorporate them «into the 
design specifications 
Location of pool 

The location is important and should 
be carefully considered. It's best to 
situate your pool near the house for 
convenience and also to permit a view 
of activities in and around the.pool from 
inside the house. 

A well-chosen sunny spot is not only 
pleasant for bathers, but assists in 
heating the water. You may also want to 
put a hedge around your pool, in 
addition to a fence -- which is mandatory 
in Ontario -~- for further protection from 
prevailing winds. This can mean added 
weeks of use both in spring and fall. 

Large trees are undesirable near the 
pool since falling leaves and seeds 
create problems. 
Type of construction 

The most common types of in-ground 
pools are the concrete and*vinyl liner. 
The concrete pool is the most expensive 
but is generally considered the best. It 
should be constructed by professionals 
who have the equipment and experience 
to handle the job.

Briefly, here's how its done. After the 
location, size and shape are determined, 
the site is surveyed and-excavated. A 
network of reinforcing steel bars is then - 
formed in the shape of the pool and tied 
in place to avoid shifting during 
application of the concrete. After all 
placements, fittings and connections 
are properly installed, the concrete is 
applied, 

Next, the coping and deck are 
installed. (Coping provides a convenient 
handhold for swimmers and a slip-proof 
tiling is then applied around the pool 
from the coping to just below the water 
line to protect the pool wall from oil and 
scum. Final preparation of the pool shell 
is the application of either tile, 
marbolite plaster or paint. The only 
remaining step is to connect the filter 
and other external water-handling and 
treatment equipment and start the pool 
in operation. : 

Vinyl liner pools are very popular 
because they're cheaper than concrete. 
These are generally constructed with a 
pre-engineered frame of aluminum, 
steel or fiberglass and installed with a 
semi-solid or solid bottom for support of 
the total weight of water. Because the 
structure is not watertight, a vinyl liner 
is placed inside to contain the water and 
provide an casy-to-maintain finish. 

If an in-ground pool can't be installed 
because of solid rock or high water-table 
conditions, consider an above-ground 
pool. Some models can be installed with 
sloped bottom, decking around the top 
and an attached fence or railing 
assembly. The simpler, less-expensive 
types, frequently pictured in depart- 
ment’ store catalogues, are made of 
galvanized steel or treated aluminum 
with a vmyl liner. 

Choose 8 builder 

Selecting a builder that charges a fair 
price and provides good workmanship is 
one of the most important steps in the 
process. That's why it’s important to 
shop around. Get a minimum of three 
estimates, but be especially careful that 
each one is based on exactly the same 
materials and labor. Most estimates

What to look for in a contract 

Before you sign a contract, make sure 
you understand every word in it. Each 
single item of expense for materials and 
labor, including optional equipment, 
should be covered in writing. The 
equipment size, brand and quantity 
should also be specified. 

Moreover, the total cost, paymrent 
structure and financing arrangement 
should be clearly stated. Be sure you 
know whether you or your builder is 
responsible for a permit and whether 
the cost for installing electrical, water 
and fuel lines is included in the total or 
to be paid for separately. Know, too, 
who's responsible for hiring and paying 
sub-contractors. 

The warranty should be clear; what is 
warranted by the manufacturer, by he 
seller and by the installer and what 
action can be taken in case of trouble. 
All promises and representations made 
to you orally must also be included in 
writing in your contract. 

- Don't pay more than 10 percent as a 
deposit before work begins. : 

- Don't pay cash. Pay by cheque so you 
will have a record of the transaction. 

- Don't sign a completion certificate 
until the job is completed to your 
satisfaction. 


- You should hold back 15 percent of the , 


total for 37 days after completion plus 
any amount claimed in a written notice 
as owed to the subcontractor of 
employees by the contractor. Full 
payment should be made after this 
period only if no notices ‘have been 
received. This requirement, under thé 
Mechanics Lien Act, protects you 
against possible suits against you if the 
contractor fails to pay his workers or 
suppliers.

lax upkeep. Allowing children to play 
with sharp objects in a vinyl pool will 
undoubtedly result im tears to the lining. 
Floating debris can eventually slo 
down filtration and cause damage to the 
pump. . 

The proper care of a pool requires 
testing your water daily, vacuuming 
twice a week, cleaning filters: when 
i segece? and keeping pool surroundings 

safe and clean. Professional opening 
and closing care in spring are. also 
recommended, Combine good mainten- 
ance with a responsible builder and 
"you'll be in the swim for many years to

a delight. 

If your early spring rambles are like 
mine, they involve lots of detours along the 
edges of water-filled ditches and ponds. 
Take a closer look within the weedy edges 
of those waters, and you may spot one or 
more of Ontario’s common salamanders. 
Like other amphibians, salamanders return 
to water to reproduce, and mild spring 
showers bring these secretive creatures out 
of their woodland hiding spots and into the 
nearest pond. 

Our Bruce Penisula hideaway has three 
tiny ponds - and three species of 
salamanders. The largest is the. spotted 
salamander, over six inches long, with a 
double row of bright yellow spots down its 
dull greyish back. In a nearby shallow pond 
in the cedars, the smaller blue-spotted 
salamander occurs: in considerable num- 
bers. Although only half the size of its 
cousin, the blue-spotted salamander is 
more colourful, with~a blue and white 
pattern that looks distinctly like old-style 
enamel. 
~ The red-spotted newt, our third species, 
shows scattered red, spots on an olive 
background during its aquatic stage. These 
adults may be active all winter beneath the 
ice. But when the larvae transform into the 
land stage, their coloration changes to a 
uniform bright red or orange, and these 
three-inch denizens of the forest floor 
become known as red efts. They remain in 
this eft stage for one to three years, before 
returning to their native ponds to 
reproduce. 

‘ Normally the paths of salamanders and 
men seldom cross, with these woodland 
creatures silently playing their ecological 
role, eating small insects and inverte- 
brates, and themselves in turn being eaten 
by birds of other predators. But even here 


the eapact of man’s activity is being felr- 


through habitat changes, toxic chemicals, 


and acid rain. In today’s world of ecological. 


stress, few creatures, no matter how small,

The Madoc Township Council has 
agreed to negotiate a new fire agreement 
with the village of Madoc but have 
committed themselves to providing their 
own fire protection and station at the 
earliest possible opportunity. A large 
delegation of ratepayers within the 
township attended the council meeting on 
Monday, April 7th and cleared up many of 
the questions that have been causing the 
controversy between the village and 
township councils. 


The chief: concern of the delegation ~ 


seemed to be whether the controversy 
existed because of the $500. raise in 
standby prices that the village of Madoc 
had proposed. Council allayed all the fears 
of the/delegation by answering that this 
was definitely not the problem. They told 
the delegation that they had refused to pay 
the extra $500. because they had never 
received official notification from the 
village that the standby rate was being 
increased. Had they been given notifi- 
cation in writing, the extra money would 
have beenspaid without any problems. 

Terry Pigden, a ratepayer within the 
township, lead the delegation and 
presented a petition with a reported 160 
names signed to it asking that council sign 
the agreement with Madoc Village and 
continue to supply the fire protection that 
was available in the past. While council 
agreed that, at the present time, they had 
no alternative but to sign the agreement, 
they also committed themselves to stocking 
their own fire department as soon as 
possible and entering Mutual Aid at that 
time. The ratepayers argued against this 
move taking place immediately Ricapae of 
the increased cost to the taxpayers but 
courscil in turn argued for the stocking of 
their own department on the advice of Mr. 
Pope from the Fire Marshal's offite. Mr. 
Pope had advised council that, by 
establishing their own department, they 
would get Mutual Aid benefits at no cost 
and the increased costs to the ratepayers 
would more than be offset by the se 
of insurance rates once a fire department 
was established within a five mile radius-of 
many of the ratepayers. With a fire 
department established in Eldorado, 
council argued that most ratepayers in the 
township would then be eligible for that 
insurance reduction. 

As the discussion advanced, the 
delegation made it known that future plans 


- for the department were up to council bir, 


for the present time, they wanted the

Frank Near, Director of Hydraulic 
Development (water power) for Ontario 
Hydro stunned the audience at the 
Alternate Energy Teach-In held at Trent 
University last Saturday when he told them 
that there is a potential of 10,800 mega 


watts of hydraulic power still undeveloped - 


in Ontario. This is an amount of electricity 
equal to about three nuclear power stations 
the size of Darlington (3,400 mega watts) 
now under construction near Bowmanville. 
Enough electricity to supply all Ontario’s 
needs pass the year 2000! 

“Of the 10,800 mega watts about 50 to 
60 percent could be developed easily, said 
Mr. Near, ‘‘Going ahead with Darlington is 
the biggest mistake we (Ontario Hydro) 
have ever made’. 

**Most of the sites are northerly flowing 
rivers in Northern Ontario. The only real 
problems. with developing them are 
distance opposition from canoeists. 
However, no new dam sites would go 
ahead without going through the environ- 
mental process’. 

Mr. Near is a soft spoken engineer 
who has worked for Ontario for the past 
thirty five years. He even grew up next 
door to Sir Adam Beck, the man who 
founded and ran Ontario Hydro for many 
years. 

Mr. Near’s comments were only part 
of a day filled with words from experts

The format for the teach-in or 
conference was pretty much informal. 
It began with an opening address by 
Norman Rubin, an energy researcher 
with Energy Probe in Toronto, followed 
by remarks from fan Connerty an 
energy consultant from Madoc and 
Frank Near of Ontario Hydro. The 
audience then broke up into small 
groups to discuss such topics as; 
regional energy self sufficiency, met- 
hanol, conservation in municipalities 
and new conservation techniques. The 
highlight of the day was a debate 
between three provincial polyicians, 
George Ashe (Con.) . Parliamentary 
Assistant to ‘the Minister of Energy, 
Evelyn Gigantes (NDP) energy critic 
and Sean Conway (Lib). All three are 
members of the Ontario Legislature's 
Select Committee on Ontario Hydro. A 
committee that has been studying 
Hydro and {t's policies since 1976. Not 
surprisingly they have very divergent 
points of view and solutions. 


Gov't aims for 35 percent 


Mr. Ashe led off the debate by telling 
the audience that the Ontario govern 
ment has a set target of producing 35 
percent of Ontario's’ energy in the 
province by 1995 (Presently only 22 per 
cent of Ontario's energy is produced 
here, the rest is imported, mostly in the 
form of oil from Alberta). This he said, 
could’ be accomplished while main- 
taining a 2 per cent growth rate in the

demand for energy. ‘Electricity is the 
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key to this plan and will require. in 
increase in our generating capac! 

He went on to say that Ontario Ilvdro 
and the Ontario Energy Corporat.on 
were involved in researching the 
potential of ‘‘an agri-park in which 
water used to cool the reactors at Bruce 
would be pumped to greenhouses thus 
reducing the cost of heating, the largest 
single factor in the operation of 
greenhouses.They are also looking inte 
the production of hydrogen for use as & 
fuel in cars and aircraft, which, as you 
know, requires a great deal of 
electricity’. ;

Evelyn Gigantes brought the debate 
back to its topic ‘Ontario Hydro’. She 
attacked Hydro* and made some 
suggestions as to where it should go in 
order to better serve the people of the 
province. ‘Since the early 70's when the 
price of electricity started to rise the 
traditional growth in demand for it has 
been falling. People have been figuring 
out ways to get by with fewer 
kilowatts" 

“And it is now q@aite reasonable & 
expect that over the next ten years w 
will figure out new ways to use 
electricity more efficiently, to the point 
where there will be no growth in the 
demand for electricity. Yet, in spite of 
this evidence Hydro is continuing to 
build 8500 mega watts of nuclear 
capacity, And for what? Not for 
heating; there aren't a lot of people who 
have thought about using electricity for

On Saturday, March 29, 1980, as a result 
of a telephone call received at the Madoc 
Detachment, Prov.

low grade heat who would do it. If we 
need electricity for cars they can sop up 
the surplus we have at night when there 
is little demand without increasing our 
capacity.” 

“What we should be saying to Ontario 
Hydro is we no longer need you to only 
produce electricity. We need you to help 
us be energy self-sufficient through your 
expertise and financing. We want to 
be helped develop renewable resources. 
We are no longer concerned with 
increasing our energy supply. We need 
your help in meeting our need with the 
available energy sources”’. 

Mr. McKay, in_ his concluding 
remarks, emphasised the question of 
electricity as a source of home’ heat. 
“Studies have determined that, when- 
ever a censumer buys and uses ar 
average size baseboard heater, it costs, 
that person $30.00. Ontario Hydro must 
make an investment of $1200 to create 
the capacity to supply that single 
appliance. In the case of an entire house 
the capital cost of installing the 


generating equipment 15 about $45, 000% 
and that’s before you pay for the

Quick action saves 
barn, but barely 


Last week, we reported on the loss of a 
barn just north of Madoc due to a grass 
fire. This week, we have happier story to 
tell as & barn owned by Jim Pitts of 
Huntingdon Township was saved, although 
it was just a hair's breadth away from 
burning. 

The .fire was reported to Mr. Pitts at 
about 4:00 pm on Monday afternoon by 
three boys and Mr. Pitts immediately raced 
to the barn, which was about a quarter of a 
mile away. When Mr. Pitts arrived at the 
scene, fir s approaching the barn on 
three sides and it was then ee he realized 
he had brought no equipment to fight the 
fire, which turned out to be a good thing. 
Approaching the side of the barn where the 
fire seemed to be closest, he found flames 
only inches away from the barn, which he 
proceeded to stamp out with his feet. Mrs. 
Pitts had placed a call to the Madoc Fire 
Department and, shortly after Mr. Pitts 
arrived on the scene, the fire department 
arrived (although it seemed like a very long 
time to Mr. Pitts) and helped him to 
extinguish the remainder of the fire that 
burned along three walls of the barn. 

About an hour later, as Mr. and Mrs. 
Pitts and an OPP officer were standing 
near the barn, Mrs. Pitts saw a puff of 


smoke come from the barn. The puff of _ 


smoke quickly blew away, leading them to 
think it had just been dust. They went 
around to the other side of the barn to 
assess the damage and, as they were 
coming back, Mrs. Pitts reported that there 
‘was a lot of.smoke again coming from the 
barn. The OPP officer quickly recalled the 
fire department while Mr. Pitts tore rocks 
and boards frem the barn and attempted to 
put out the fire with dirt. Quick response 


by the fire department again extinguished _ 


the fire with no damage to the barn. 
Fire had burned to the very edge of the 
barn on three sides, at one point burning 
vines about four feet up the side of the barn 
and in at least two other locations, actually 
burning the bottoms of boards very close to 
the hay that was stored within the barn. In 
one of these locations, the hay was exposed 


and fire had burned within four inches of - 


the hay. This was the area where Mr. Pitts 


fought the fire with his feet and it wasn’t’ 


until after the fire was out that he realized 
just how close the fire was to igniting the 
barn. The second fire was in hay in the 
barn but it had apparently been packed in 
so tightly that the fire was only smoldering, 
never really getting a chance to burst into 


- flames. 


‘Several things contributed to the fact 
that we were able to save the: barn,”’ said 
Mr. Pitts later in the week. “If those boys 
hadn’t reported the fire as quickly as they 
did, nothing could have saved it. If 1 had 
stopped to get something to fight the fire, 
it would have been into the barn before | 
got there and, if the fire department hadn't 
responded as quickly as they did, we 
certainly would have lost the barn. Friends 
and neighbours also responded to the 
emergency very quickly and that's 
probably the only reason the barn is still 
standing today. Quick response on the part 
of everyone involved means I've still got a 
barn.’ said a very thankful and relieved 
Jim Pitts. ‘‘We were also very lucky the 
police officer was still hese when the 
second fire broke out." 

Inside the barn, a quantity of hay, straw; 
machinery and lumber was stored.

Ten months ago, we ran an article in 
Midweek about Thrasher’s Grain Elevators 
being built in Trenton. Now, almost a year 
later, these same elevators are in full 
swing, additions are being contemplated or 
actually beginning and a fertilizer plant has 
been added to the site and is preparing for 
its first year of operation, although it is 
later going into operation than originally 
expected. 

Lloyd Holmes, the manager of the site 


and a resident. of Madoc Township, is” 


pleased with the way the elevators have 
been received by local and area farmers 
but is still not satisfied with the site as it 
presently stands. He hopes that, in the_ 
near future, more facilities will be added to 
make the site that much more appealing to 
the farmers in the area. 

The site holds an Agromart store, eight 
silos with a total capacity of 400,000

bushels), elevator services ts: -ue , 


unloading of rail cars and loading and 
unloading trucks and now, the newest 
addition to the site is a fertilizer plant with 
a goal of 10,000 tonnes per year, which is 
not to be construed as a ceiling for the 
plant. Lloyd thinks it is capable o handling 
more. . 

The elevators themselves have added a 
new dimension to farming in the Quinte 
area. Farmers now have readily available 
storage for their cash crops, allowing them 
to store crops and speculate on the stock 
market to get the best price for their 
efforts. With interest rates, regulations 
and the tight money situation now 
prevalent in Canada seemingly throwing 
every conceiveable barrier in fie of the 
farmer, these facilities cor’ ve to be 
the savior of many farm ae when 
they need all the help they can get. And 
Thrashers may be setting a new trend for 
the tuture, one stop shopping centres for 
farmers supplying everything they might 
need for year to year operation. 

With all of these facilities available, only 
eight employees are presently required, 
attesting to the degree of automation and 
common sense that is built into all areas on 
the site. Two people, besides the site 
manager, work out of the Agromart store, 
one man is all that is required to operate 
the elevators and storage silos and ‘four 
men are presently employed at the 
fertilizer plant although, during the busy 
season, this could be increased by several 
people. During slack periods, the fertilizer 
plant also becomes virtually a one man 
operation. John Fleming, another Madoc 
area ‘resident, is the foreman at the 
fertilizer plant with the other three 
employees coming from the Trentoh area 
and employed primarily in the bagging

operation, which codeiets ot filling the bags 


. with the perscribed fertilizer blends, piling 


them on the’pallets and eventually loading 
the pallets onto trucks. 

The fertilizer plant again stresses just 
how much thought has gone into the 
building of this site. A spur i been added 
to the railway tracks that run beside the 
site, allowing railway hopper cars to pull 
along side the plant and be automatically 
unloaded into the various storage bins 
inside the building. These storage bins 
hold nitrogen, phosphates and potash, all 
ingredients needed to produce the many 
varieties of fertilizer required to satisfy. soil 


samples taken by the farmers in the area. 
The bins in the plant have capacities 
ranging from 180 tons to 240 tons, allowing 
Thrashers to blend fertilizers to their 
customer requirements. All of these 
components are transferred by front end 
loader into a five ton blender and, once 
sufficient blending has been done, the 
fertilizer is transferred directly from the 
blender into bags. It will then be stored 
until the farmer comes to pick it up. 

At the present time, it is still too wet for 
the farmers to get on their land, so the four 
men working in the plant are working a 
basic 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. day, but Jobn

Fleming expects that to change for about 
six to eight weeks once the weather is 
right. ‘We're not being worked too hard 
now, even though we have ap roximately 
300 tons sitting mixed around the ‘plant. 
Once the season begins: though, we all 
expect to work however long it takes to fill 
the orders. If that means working well into 
the night and hiring more people, then that 
is what we will do.'' A goal was originally 
set for this year as far as the fertilizer plant 
was concerned but, due to their late 
operational start due to the slow arrival of 
some parts, this goal will have to be 
revised. Both John and Lloyd are 
optimistic that the plant will reach its goal 
but admit that the late start and the price of 
fertilizer this year could have a profound 
affect on how much fertilizer is put through 
the plant this year. “*We thinkour new goa 
is realistic but we'll just have to wait and 
sec if we surpass our objective or not We 
expect that ihe farmers will-wait until (> 
last minute to place their orders, which wii 
mean a period of very hard work and long 
hours for the men in the plant, but we're 
goiig to do everything we can to meet 
those orders and just hope that some of the 
farmers have the forathanght to come in 


and place their orders before the rush 


begins.’’ Many of the more popular brands 
of fertilizers are being mixed in advance to 
try and-prepare the plant for the expected 
rush during the season, but again, the late 
start has not allowed the men at the plant 
sufficient time to premix as much as they 
had anticipated. 

Connected with the fertilizer plant, 
anhydrous amménia applicators can be 
rented by the farmers for the application of 


nitrogen. The nitrogen 15 applied from - 


applicator tanks, with nurse tanks available 
for on the job refilling of the applicator 
tanks. These tanks handle 82.5 per cent 
pure nitrogen in a gas form, which is much 
stronger hac other methods of application, 
and forces the nitrogen six inches into the 
ground. 

While the elevator site already meets the 
requirements of many of the farmers in the 
area, Thrashers are not planning on resting 
on their laurels. Another elevator leg is 
already under construction, another silo 
may be added in the near future and two 60 
ton bins are also being added to increase 
their holding and storage facilities. "We 
are presently serving an area that extends 
as far east as Bath, west to Bowmanville 
and north to Madoc and Tweed and we 
want to continue to supply the service to 
that area. Of course, we would like to serve 
more of the people in that area and also 
have the capability to serve a larger area if 
it becomes feasible,’’ said Lloyd, **so we'll 
continue to add to our facilities and hope 
we can stay ahead of the demand in + $2 
area.”’

has happened except to say that Hydro, on 


. many occasions, has treated farmers in a 


high-handed manner. And it isn’t just 
Hydro, either, because other utilities have 
been accused of the same things such as 
not restoring good agricultural land to its 
original condition. Or threatening expro- 
priation, virtually forcing farmers to sell 
land or hand over rights for utility 
corridors. . 

But the Royal Commission on Electric 
Power Planning has recommended a joint 
planning process with decision-making 
shared with farmers and other land- 
owners. 

The Reyal Commission discussed the 
problems of farmers with a food land 
steering committee, and umbrella organi- 
zation made up of half a dozen farm 
organizations including the Ontario Institute 
of Agrologists, the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture, the National Farmers Union 
and the Christian Farmers Federation. 

Although some farm organizations have 
suggested that the concerns about food land 
and farmers have been ignored by Hydro, I 
think in the last few years that attitude has 
changed considerably. Utilities, at one 
time, ran roughshod over agricultural land, 
almost ignoring the farmers. In the last 
decade, much public relations work has 
been done and -Hydro, in particular, has 
done a lot to repair its image. 

If the recommendations of the Porter 
report are followed, no land acquisitions 
will be made until a joint committee of farm 
representatives have discussed the route 
thoroughly with Hydro. 

“No more Hydro projects should go 
forward without the new decision-making 
process being in place,'’ said Elbert van 
Donkersgoed, executive director of the 
Christian Farmers Federation, a small but 
influential farm group in the province. 

Another aspect of the Porter report that 
seemed important to me was the 
recommendation that nuclear power 
appears, at this point, to be acceptable. I'll 

robably get a dozen snarky letters again 
ba this corner has espoused that view for 
many months. 

Hydro has the know-how, the technol- 
ogy. the expertise, ‘to use nuclear 
generators in a method that appears to be 


- 


the future 


the safest yet devised. Until technology can 
come up with a better method, the Candu 
reactor is the only choice for Canadians. 
Water power resources are limited. Coal, 
although plentiful in this country, poses a 
transportation problem and a environ- 
mental problem. Solar power is still in its 
infancy...” 

1 am even skeptical that Hydro has 
dropped. plans for expanding its nuclear 
potential. | hope we are not left cold and in 
the dark 10 or 20 years from now when 
those original power plants would have 
been coming into production. 

Certainly, the researchers and the Porter 
commission have more facts than I have in 
telling Hydro to shelve its plans for 
expansion. Hydro officials, too, seem to 
have accepted the cutbacks and they ought 
to know that the demand will not outstrip 
growth. 

With oil shortages looming and natural 
gas going up in price every time fuel oil 
goes up, | wish | had enough money to 


convert my house to electric heat. We 
certainly seem to have enough hydro power: 
to keep us all warm and comfortable in the 
forseeable future.

The education system could learn a little 


Despite the fact school enrollment has 
dropped off sharply over the past few years 
education costs continue to skyrocket. 


This problem was discussed informally by 
Peterborough County Trustee Don Clark 
and Belmont-Methuen councillors at the 
last council meeting. Mr. Clark had 
intended to present the school budget for 
1980 but during the week provincial grants 
were ihcreased upwards in excess of 10 per 
cent of what they were last year and the 
budget required some reworking. ‘But 
every year as the grants get bigger the net 
cost isn’t any less. Everything gets 
bigger’, he said. 


The budget, as worked out prior to the 
change in grants, had brought an increase 
in eduction tax to the average householder 
of 7.3 per cent for 1980, 13.68 per cent for 
commercial, and a-total increase over last 
year of $3,675,937. although there are 300 
iess students in the system as of last 
September. The total budget was 
$41,585,000- for 1980, almost double the 
Peterborough County School budget for 
1974 which was $22,730,000. (In 1976 
$30,430,000, 1977 $33,470,000, 1979 
$37,909,000). And 80 per cent of that 
education tax dollar goes towards teachers’ 
salaries. 


**The education tax is 70 per cent of our 
municipal tax bill'', added Reeve Ellwood 
Hamilton. ‘‘What are we going to use to 
run the township?’’. 

Whar is the answer? 

Mr. Hamilton believes the solution is 
complete takeover of the education costs by 
the Province for better management. 

Mr. Clark believes the local board can 
best handle its schools but thinks ‘the 
system has become too large and that most 
problems started when the county joined 
up with the city. 

“As far as I’m concerned we have no 
better education now than before’’, he 
said. ‘‘And-no one is happy, neither the 
taxpayer nor the kids. Norwood District 
High School had more dropouts this year 
than in its whole history..As the economy 
tightens we're going to have to take a look 
at our priorities’’. 

It does seem to some of us who were 
educated under a simpler system, and, we 
think, educated well, that the curriculum 
has been expanding to the point where 
children are presented with a smattering 
knowledge Of a staggering number of 
subjects with shorter school hours in which 
to learn them. 

It is perhaps becoming monotonous to 
comment om the illiterate people coming 


from our schools and universities - and that 
is illiterate in the true sense of the word. 
Unlettered and unable to read and write 
But it is a fact that this is happening. 
Students who would not have been passed 
out of public school 5U years ago because of 
inability to read and write English are now 
receiving their B.A.'s. 

The foundation of education from the 
beginning of history was based on learning 
how to read and write, since it is in books 
that our- knowledge is passed along from 
one generation to another. With a firm 
foundation in reading, the world of books 
opens education to anyone with or without 
formal schooling. But today, even many of 
our teachers are unable to spell or put 
together a proper sentence. So what hope 
is there for those they teach? 

That is one area that could be looked 


into. A return to basic education. 


Another area is teachers’ salaries. With 
their union. teachers are demanding wages 
in some regions much above the average © 
those paying the education bills. The City 
of Peterborough is way down the list of 
Canadian cities in the matter of average 
wages paid around 85th out of 100 
indesed and about $8,000 whereas 
elementary teachers are getting $20,000 as 
well and fetaining their numbers despite 


_ 


smaller classrooms. And in the county, @ 
large section of the taxpaying public are 
pensioners on incomes fixed at atime when 
teachers’ salaries averaged about the same 
as the laboring public. 

One hopeful sign was seen last week in 
Toronto’ elementary school negotiations 
where the teachers voted overwhelmingly 
to trade off a part of a pay increase to save 
the jobs of 124 teachers. They voted to 
accept a two-year agreement which will put 


their pay levels $120 below other Metro~ 


elementary school teachers this year and 
$240 next year. 

According to the Toronto Daily Star the 
President of the Toronto Teachers’ 
Federation said that teachers look at it as 4 
way of creating a period of stability that 
they haven't had for years. “The sacrifice 
in salaries is translated directly into 
benefits, such as smaller class sizes and 
improved working conditions.”’ 

Because the Toronto teachers accepted a 
smaller pay settlement than their 
colleagues in other Metro areas the Board 
of Education agreeed to keep on 114 
teachers WHO WOULD OTHERWISE BE 
FIRED. Note that last phrase. Local 
negotiators might learn something from 
what has happened in Toronto, ,

Greenhouse promises excellent product and service 


Gunter and Barbara Peters are now in 
thé process of opening a greenhotse in the 
Eldorado area. They have lived in Eldorado

greenhouses themselves were built last fall 
and both Gunter and Barbara stress that

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they only intend to grow and sell qualits 
plants. ; 

“This is our first attempt at actually 
growing and selling but we feel we can 
supply the needs of the people of the 
area’’, said Gunter in a recent interview 
And they are also stressing service to their 
customers. Their hours will only be 
restricted to daylight and they intend t 
supply a good Mariety of annual bedding 
plants such as Retunias, astras, marigolds 
and an assortment of vegetable plants that 
will be identified as late or early varieties 
For example, they will carry three varieties 
of cabbages that should meet everyone's 
needs. They'll have an early variety that 
Gunter describes as ‘‘midseason carly’. 
Another variety develops later Wut i 
good green keeping qualities, meaning 
that if it is stored under proper conditions 
of high humidity and a few degrees above 
freezing, they will remain green. The other 
variety, called ‘‘superslaw'’, is especially 
developed for the making of coleslaw or 
sauerkraut. It has a heavy, hard head with 
a very short core. 

For tomatoes, they will stock six 
varieties, three varieties that have short 
growing periods and three varicties that he 
terms main season crops.-Gunter feels that 
the early varieties are a necessity for this 
area and they promise to be able to advige 
people as to -growing qualities and 
requirements. 

Barbara Peters will always be around the 
reenhouses during reasonable hours 
daylight) and Gunter will also be available 
on weekends. They are advertising a good 
selection of plants and hanging he ets, 
including geraniums and fushsia, but one 
of their most-wnusual hanging plants is a 
salad cucumber. It can be hung in 


apartments or houses, near windows, 
where the temperature does not get below 
60 degrees and where there is oe risk of 
frost. Several of the plants in thi 
greenhouses had cucumbers on them 
measuring six inches in length.

Silent killers 


Once again, the degree of hazard 
association with a common pesticide has 
been called into question. This time the 
subject is 2,4,5-T, @ herbicide used for 
weed and brush control, and the efforts of 
scientists and politicians to find a solution 
acceptable to everyone are raising @ storm 
of controversy 

As our understanding of ecological and 
health effects becomes increasingly more 
sophisticated, the list of dangerous 

hemicals grows ever longer We accepted 
long ago that a toxic chemical doesn't have 
to kill wildlife or people directly in order to 
have dangerous effects - chemical may 
cause birth defects, for example. But a 
study published last year by two pesticide 
researchers K i Bildstein and DJ 
Fo.cvth, suggests that these sublethal 
effects can be much more subtle as well 

These researchers looked at the 
influence of dieldrin, a pesticide, on the 
relnonship berweer predators and their 
prey When dicidrin was fed to 
white-footed mice at-levels that might be 
encountered in treated fields, the mice 
showed no external signs of pesticide 
poisoning. When a hawk was flown over 
the mice, at first their reaction appeared 


normal - they watched the hawk closely and 


prepared to run 

But previous studies bave shown that the 
best strategy for a mouse 1 this 
predicament is to freeze, an action taken 
normally by almost all mice, The dieldrin ~ 
fed mice without exception did the 
opposite: they ran and became vulnerable 


‘to attack. The researchers linked this | 


failure to freeze to a general pattern of 
increased activity and irritability, which 
makes pesticide - fed mice casy targets for 
their predators 
if wild mice are easier prey after feeding 
on pesticide-treated fields, the accumula- 
son of that chemical in the food chain 
could be increased, since hawks and other 
sedators will catch more contaminated 
sice than normal ones.

CONSUMER BEAT 


Jn a day of ever-increasing Costs, 
co-operatives are one way of keeping the 
price of goods and services down. But 

‘ there’s more to a co-operative than meets 
the budget. Running @ successful co-op 
requires planning. Methods of operation, 
agreements between members, financial 
arrangements and management can cause 
difficulties if the objectives are not fully 
understood from the start. 

What is « co-operative? 

A co-operative is a group of people who 
have joined together to provide for 
themselves the best possible goods or 
services at the lowest possible price. This 
is done by keeping costs to a minimum 
Many co-ops buy in bulk from producers 
and wholesalers, thereby eliminating 
excess handling, transportation and labor 


charges that normally inflate retail prices.” 


Some groups, such as babysitting and 
nursery school co-ops, rely on voluntary 
labor. Members are required to work a 
certain number of hours each week. 

No-frills marketing is another cost-saver. 
Food co-operatives, for example, are often 
located in small warchouses and don’t rely 
on fancy displays or expensive advertising, 
which may boost prices. Because co-ops 
are run on the smallest possible budget. 
buyers must be adept at choosing the right 
products in the right quantity at the right 
price -- not an easy task. Food co-ops are 
particularly vulnerable, as one truckload of 
rotting tomatoes could wipe out the 
financial stability members have struggled 
to maintain. Some groups overcome this 
problem by requiring members to place 


- Co-operatives investigate 


weekly orders, after which the buyer 
purchases only what's ‘needed for the 
week. 

Advantages to incorporating 

All too often a group of people decides to 
work togethet to provide cheaper food, day 
care or whatever, and they don't think 
incorporation is necessary. Maybe they're 
all friends who don’t see the need for a 
formalized structure. 

In theory, this sounds. reasonable. But 
experience has taught that this type ot 
co-operative is potentially hazardous. if, 
for example, a child is hurt in the day-care 
centre or a customer falls in the food store, 
everyone can be sued -- and liability is 
unlimited. If, however, the group is 
incorporated under The Co-operative 
Corporations Act, liability is limited to the 
amount of the investment. 

Getting started 

If you're thinking of organizing a 
co-operative, make sure this is the right 
vehiclé for your proposed business. A 
co-operative is not an investment thar will 
necessarily return a profit to its investors. 
Perhaps a business corporation is more 
suitable. _ P

your co-operative should be incorporated 
with or without share capital. If your 
venture ‘requires capital for equipment, 
supplies or initial stock, it would lhaly 
benefit from share capital incorporation. 
Under this type of system, patrons are 
required to buy shares, essentially an 
investment in the co-op. If, however, the 
co-op is not successful, this money may be 
lost. 

holes es capital co-op, members who 
wish leave must give six months in 
writing and their investment will, be 
returned, providing it won't cause a 
financial hardship, in which case the co-o 
can pay one-fifth of the investment in ack 
of five yearly installments. 

When a co-op is incorporated without 
share capital, members may be required to 
lend the co-op a minimum amount of 
money on which interest is paid at a rate of 
not more than 10°per cent a year, as stated 
in the Act. There is usually no provision for 
the co-op to pay back the term Joan at the 
time a member leaves, but only at 
maturity. Loans are usually long-term to 
give the co-op stability. ' 

Although the financial structure and 
objectives may vary widely, co-ops should 
all have these basic characteristics: - 

- each person has only one vote, no matter 
how much he has invested in the co-op or 
lent to the group 

- no voting by proxy; this is a check against 
the accumulation of power by one or more 
members 

- interest on capital investment is limited to 
10 per cent, as fixed by the Act, the 
primary purpose of the co-op is not to make 
a profit for its investors 

- Surplus, called the patronage return, 1s 
calculated each fiscal year and distributed 
to members in proportion to volume of 
business done by, each; however, bylaws 
may require that all or part of the rebate be 
used to purchase shares ih the co-op or be 
lent to it at a fixed rate of interest. 


Choosing a name / 


Before you incorporate, select a suitable 


share capital are available from © the 
Manager, Co-operative Services, Ontario 
Ministry of Consumer and Commercial 
Relations. After the name has been 
pees complete and return the articles 
of incorporation with a cheque for $100 
($25 for non-profit co-ops as defined in the 
Act) payable to the Treasurer of Ontario. 
You must also include the original copy of 
the approved name form. 

Sample bylaws are available froin the 
manager, Co-operative Services. These 
will help to eliminate any oversights and 
protect you from inadvertent error. You 
may want to draft your own set of bylaws, 
which is acceptable, so long as it complies 
with the provisions of the Act. 

After the name has been approved and 
the completed articles of incorporation 
have been processed, you will be sent a 


certificate of incorporation. At this stage, , 


the founding directors should elect officers 
and enact Leiows, which should subse- 
quently by confirmed by the general 
membefship. 

Co-ops in Ontario 

In Ontario today, there are more than 
550 co-opetatives and the number is 
steadily increasing. Check carefully before 
you invest in one. Be sure you understand 
all the terms of the agreement before you 
sign on the dotted line. :

Cutting the time required to 
bring an apple tree into full pro- 
duction and boosting the num- 
ber of apples harvested from 
each tree appear to be the prop- 
erties of a chemical compound 
now being tested by a U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture plant 
oe ioiogii. 

The compound is called 
AVG, or aminocthoxyvinylgly- 
cine. Originally, it was studied 
by Max W. Williams, with 


USDA's Science and Education . 


Administration-Agricultural 
Research. Wenatchee, as a 
means of retarding the ripening 
process and prolonging apple 
storage life. 

AVG slows the aging process 
of apples in storage by sup- 
pressing the production. of en- 
dogenous ethylene, the gas that 
causes the breakdown of fruit 
cells in storage. 

In the midst of his study, Wil- 
liams noted a marked increase 
in fruit set and vegetative 
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says USDA 


growth of his AVG-treated ap- 
ple trees. 

“AVG stimulated fruit set 
and more than doubled the an- 
nual new growth of trees,” says 
Williams. 

“While, technically, AVG 
didn’t actually increase the 
number of appics grown on 
each tree, it did reduce “June 
drop,’ which gave the same re- 
sult—more fruit on the trees.” 

Normally it can require up to 
10 years before non-spur type 
apple tree varieties, such as Top 
Red, yield a full crop of fruit 
AVG may reduce this time fo 
four or five years, according to 
Williams. 

it may be several years be- 
fore AVG is put into commer- 
cial use by apple growers but, 
meariwhile, Williams is look- 
ing to see if the compound will 
work on other fruit. ae

Poor controls spur rat upsurge 


When the first farmer planted 
his first crop, rats were there to 
eat it. And, when farmers and 
‘settlers first came to this hemi- 
sphere, brown rats were on the 

_same ship, and traveled west in 
the same covered wagons. 

_ack of good sanitation re- 
mains the major reason why 
rats and mice are able to sur- 
vive, thrive and cause millions 
of dollars of destruction every 
year 


One rat cats about 15 to 20 - 


grams of food a day—but con- 
taminates ten times that much 
Since 40 rats can easily share 
one burrow, the destruction 
adds up. 


Nocturnal pests 


Another reason why rats 
thrive is because we underesti- 
mate two of their physical abilt- 
ties—the ability to gnaw, and 
the ability to reproduce 

Cinder blocks are barely a 
challenge for their teeth, and a 
pair of rats can produce litters 
of as many as eight rats, eight 
times a year. 

if-unchecked, a pair of rats 
could have as many as 15,000 
descendants in a year’s life 
span. 

Because rats are rarely seen 
during daylight hours, it’s often 
difficult to know how many 
there are until there is evidence 
of major destruction. 

To keep this from happening, 
controlling rats and mice ts an 
ongoing job. The use of an anti- 
coagulant. such as d-CON

An ongoing task 


Once there is evidence that 
rats and mice are under control, 
the biggest mistake is to stop 
baiting, because rats and mice 
from adjacent areas will move 
in. With less competition for 
food, they will start having 
larger Jitters, and the cycle 
starts all over again 

For rats to.get into a house or 
barn, they do not need an open- 
ing, although a crack the size of 
a quarter will do. 

Crumbling concrete, cinder 
block, wood, rusting metal, are 
no challenge at all for a rat's 
tecth 
* And, if there are weeds 
growing along the side of the 
house or barn, this is an added 
attraction because weeds pro- 
vide hiding places and make 
them fee! more comfortable and 
less exposed, 

Rat-proofing a foundation 
takes a top grade concrete, and 
heavy gauge metal. Concrete 
should be at least three inches 
thick jf not reinforced, and two 
inches thick if it is. 

Galvanized metal sheeting is 
also very effective if it is 24 
gauge or heavier. Screening or 
grilles should be 14 gauge 

To keep mice as well as rats 
from entering through ventila- 
tion openings, one quarter inch 
mesh, 24 gauge hardware cloth 
is recommended. 

Keeping rats and mice under 
control is an ongoing task, but

GhThat doghouse built for Ro- 
ver may be a nesting place for 
some uninvited gucsts 

In urban, suburban or rural 
America, rats and mice thrive 
wherever food, water and shel- 
ter can be found, and these 
near-perfect conditions for ro- 


dents to feed and breed exist 


right under and around Rover's 
backyard retreat 

“There is always plenty of 
water, plus scraps of food,” 
says Jefferson Keith, executive 
director of the National Pest 
Control Association. “And Ro- 
ver keeps the cats away.” 

Rodent infestations are not 
only a problem in rundown 
areas, but in suburbia end open 
farmiand as well 

Unsealed garbage and trash 
containers and clutter are an 
open invitation for them to ¢s- 
tablish their home around your 
home 

On farms. mice and rat infes 
tations can be a problem in 
barns, silos, corn cribs or any 
other building where feed and 
grains arc Mored 

if used properly, traps can be 
effective for minor infestations, 
but Keith recommends that a 
pest control specialist be called 
in if a rodent population seems 
io be getting the upper hand 

“Professional pest control 
operators are expert in using all 
effective weapons, including 
the placement of rodenticides 
especially formulated to put an 
end to the problem.” he sgys 

“They also are specialists in 


controlling other barnyard 
pests, like bats and horseflies 
and houseflies.”” 

To prevent rodent infesta- 
tions, doors to all buildings 
where feed or grain is stored 
should be kept ughtly closed at 
all times in use. 

All cracks /around doors and 
windows and at the building's 
foundation should be sealed. 
Mice can pass through an open- 
ing as small as one-fourth of an 


inch. 

Sheet metal, hardware cloth. 
cement, mortar or similar mate- 
rials should be used to prevent 
gnaw-through. 

Sanitation is also a must 
Trash and garbage containers 
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should be sealed tightly and 
placed to avoid spilans: All 
rubbish that offers harborage 
for rodents should be removed. 

A oo building 
also will prevent bats from nest- 
ing in the rafters for their noc- 
turnal forage for food. And 
screens at all windows will help 


‘control infestations by flies.

Attending many of the meetings being 
held in Madoc in the past few months has 
produced an ever increasing trend. 
Virtually every club, ‘ organization, busi- 
ness or group of people seem to have one 
common necessity, which is support. Being 
in the newspaper business, you become one 
of the people involved in most of these 
projects in One way or another, and the 
question of support seems to be one that is 
raised at some time during each and every 
meeting. To me, it 18 a valid request in a 
small community and, this year, I feel that 
this support will be even more critical, 

From past contact with many of the 
social, and business and community clubs, 
it appears that they are all looking for more 
members and always’ more support and 
involvement from the community. It is a 
problem that is not unique to this 
community alone. Many of the towns 
in the surrounding area face the same 
problem, but in varying degrees. Tweed, at 
the présent time, seems to be the envy of 
many of these towns because it seems to be 
so wide open to new suggestions, 
businesses, etc, Marmora and Stirling 
seem to be on a downswing, that is a very 
broad statement and definitely does not 
mean that everything within those villages 
is experiencing a downward -trend.

I'm not 
saying don’t shop around and get the best 
buy you can, but | am saying after you do 
shop around.and find that prices within the 
village weren't as far out of line as you 
thought, come back and make the purchase 
here. SUPPORT our merchants first! This 
is the community that we all want 
improved so that we can live the kind of 
life we enjoy in the place that is our choice. 
If they prosper, they'll likely take us along for 
the ride 

The support has to come from everyone, 
in one way or asother. It has to be 
distribtued to different areas to make sure 
that we all get what we want. It has come 
from the senior citizens, the peopie who 
have spent their lives supporting one thing 
or another. It has to come from the young 
people growing up in these villages, 
because they will be the business people of 
the future. If we make a deal between one 
area and another, everyone has to pull 
together and make it work, from the 
recreation centre to the schogls to the 
councils. We have to support each ather in 
bad times as well as good or-these small 
towns are destined to become retirement 
areas that support the businesses in other 
areas 

I guess realizing our good fortune is the 
point of this article.

The Association of Casualty Care 
Personnel are presently implementing a 
program within the area served by the 
ambulance based in Madoc called the 
“Vial of Life.’ Their ultimate aim is to 
have a vial, like a pill container, containing 
pertinent medical information in every 
household within their region in the evant 
that they might be called to a house where 
the residents might be unable to supply the 
information themselves. 

The ‘Vial of Life’’ program will quite 
simply supply information to ambulance or 
medical personnel if the patient is unable 
to give them the information, for whatever 
reason, and is free of charge. Don Bailey or 
David Genereaux will be attempting to visit 
virtually every household or, at least get 
one of these vials to every household, 
within the area served by the ambulance in 
Madoc. With the program, each household 
would receive a vial, an elastic, a **Vial of 
Life’’ sticker and a sheet of paper that 
would be filled out by the members of the 
household. After receiying the above 
information required on the sheet (name, 
date, address, telephone number, sex, 
age. birthdate, social insurance number, 
health insurance number, family doctor, 
his telephone -number, the hospital 
preferred by the patient, its address, 
information on your present health status 
including allergies etc., list of medications 
presently being taken and the dosage, and 
a name -dnd number to call in case of 
emergency), the paper would then be rolled 
up, placed inside the vial and the vial would 
be fastened to the top shelf of your 
refrigerator with the elastic. It is siraple 
enough but will also bé explained by the 
person who gives yourthe vial. Oh yes, the 
sticker would then be placed on the front of 
your refrigerator to let any member of the 
association know that you are participating 
in the program. . 

The program first came into being in the 
United States when a member of the police 
force went into a house and found a man 
unconscious on the floor. He thought the 
man was drunk when actually he was going

into diabetic shock, and took. him to jail 
instead of to a hospital. Don Bailey, the 
person who told us of this incident, was not 
sure whether the man had died or not, but 
did say the policeman asked for a program 
that would heip avoid a similar occurrence 
in the future. ‘If we had to go into a house 
where the person was unconscious (heart 
attack victim, smbdke inhalation etc.), that 
vial may supply a clue as to what is wrong 


and may prevent anyone from giving 
medication that would compound the 
problem once he was taken to the 


hospital,"’ said Mr. Bailey. “‘It could also 
save us valuable time if we didn’t have to 
go around the house looking for medication 
or the reason for his congition."’ The 
information within the vial would then be 
transported to the hospital with the victim 
or victims. 

While the ‘Vial of Life’’ program 1s 
fairly simple, there are several things the 
associations ask the people to observe. 
First, the information sheet shold be filled 
out in pencil and in block letters, so that 
changes can be made and the information 
on the sheet is casy to read and up to date. 
They ask that it be put in the refrigerator of 
a hoGise because it is easy to locate and that 
it be placed on the top shelf as per their 
instructions, again to avoid delay in finding 
the vial. The decal should-also be put on 
the door of the refrigerator. When listing 
medications you are currently taking. 
don't just say you are taking heart pills. 
List the exact name of the drug and the 
dosage (ie. three times daily). And last but 
not least, when you fill in the area for an 
emergency call at the bottom of the form, 
do not put a name down within your 
household. If you. have’ succumbed to 
smoke inhalation or gas fumes, the other 
members of your family could conceiveably 
be in the same condition. If the whole 
family was then taken to the hospital, they 
would need to be able to’get in contact with 
someone to get permission to operate oF 
give transfusions, etf., at the hospital:

adequate service to the children in the 
county when they need help. The society 
strives continually to fulfill its responsr 
bility in an effort to keep families together, 
rather than to split them up, as it 1s neither 
their wish nor their intention to separate 
the children from their_own family ¢ircle, 
whenever it is possible to leave them there. 

They endeavour to maintain the family in 
cases where there 1s a conflict between the 
child and the parents. The emphasis 15S 
more on the family unit than on the child, 
and because of that the society attempts fo 
avoid removing a child from his or her 
family environment Understandably, how- 
ever, there are occasions when they have 
no choice but to place the child in a foster 
home, when they find that abuse has 
actually taken place. 

Adolescents are invited to talk about 
their probiems in an attempt te solve them 
“We try’, says Chris Bakaar of CAS, “‘to 
prevent a child having to come in. for a 
second or a third time”’, although it doesn't 
hurt a child to be able to discuss his family 
problems with professional, experienced 
people, such as the case workers of the 
Children’s Aid Society 

if there were no CAS services available 
there would be nowhere at all that young 
people could go to talk about their 
problems, and the separation rate would be 
dramatically increased There would then 
bea desperate need for some other service 
to take over the role of the ¢ hildren’s Aid 
Society. Hence the reason why the CAS 15 
now called the Family and Children's 
Services of the Hastings County

Child abuse should be reported

The Hastings County 
Society is aware of the extent of child abuse 
we cannot 
with the problem if we don't know where it 


sacrifice their own freedoms for their 
children, although there is generally more 
money available in the home than there 
used to be. There was a time when parents 
would tell their children that if they work 
hard at school and attain a sound education 
they would ‘automatically be able to find a 
well paying job, but that doesn’t seem to 
be the case any more. 

The society would like to move in the 
direction of prevention of, rather than the 
reaction to, children in need of protection 
generally, and abuse in particular. 

There is a need to pro-act, rather than 
re-act. But there is still a need for more 
foster homes for children who cannot 
progress in their own home environment, 
as well as a need for more courageous 
citizens to report incidences of child abuse 
when they are apparent, knowing that the 
information they offer will be held in the 
strictest confidence, and that all reports 
will be thoroughly investigated. 

Chris Bakaar hopes that all children 
could be raised so that they don't need the 
help or the services of the Children’s Aid 
Society. But in the meantime the CAS 
anticipates the co-operation of an involved 
community.

Dr. Bert ]. Vanderham. He has been asked to 
set up the examination which involves a 
clinical test, oral examination of general 
clinical knowledge, and basic philosophy of 
the applicants. That the Board chose Dr. 
Vanderham from 1200 Ontario chiropractors 
for the j6b, shows the esteem in which he is 
held after only three years in the profession.

There will be arourtd 130 graduates and 
other chiropractors taking the examination 
this year to join the 1200 chiropractors 
already practising in Ontario in the fastest 
growing branch of health science. 

““Chifopracty is growing rapidly with more 
and more people who first seek out a 
chiropractor when faced with joint or spinal 
trouble. Chiropracty is here to stay”’, said Dr. 
Vanderham last week. 

The profession has had its ups and downs 
since its beginning in 1895 under Canadian 
Daniel David Palmer in conjunction with U.S. 
Doctor Andrew Still, when the two looked at 
manipulation for the relief of spinal pain and 
muscular pain in general. This was the start 
of chiropracty as a_ profession although 
manipulation for back problems dates back as 
far as Hippocrates. There were at first 
problems of acceptance of chiropracty not by 
the public but by some medical people. 
However, according to Dr. Vanderham, that 
antagonism has been largely eliminated and 
many chiropractors and medical practitioners 
work together with referrals. Today chiro- 
practy is backed by GHIP and Workmen's 
Compensation Board. 

‘Many of the professors teaching at the 
chiropractic college also teach at the 
University of Toronto, Memorial college is 
one of six government approved schools of 
anatomy in Ontario’’, he said. ‘*There is no 
involvement with pharmacology but it is more 
a study of joint movement, posture 


-_-evaluation, muscular tone and how problems 


with these reflect on health. X-rays are also 
an important part of practice. And as an 
adjunct to what the chiropractor is doing 
there is the use of some machines - the 
modulation electrodyn unit which is an 
electronic muscle stimulator, and ultra sound 
for a variety of things such as increasing 
circulation - but the main mode of ¢reatment 
is in using the hands.

Does a chiropractor cure arthritis? 

‘No’, Says Dr. Vanderham. **Persons ate 
often told they have arthritis but very often 
not what kind. The symptoms of the kind that 
come with degeneration with age can be 
controlled. Other kinds which are more 
patKological and crippling cannot be reversed 
and cured. These are probably progressive 
but the secondary reactions from arthritic 
joints can be treated and thé tight muscles 
brought to a higher comfort level."’ 

As for other ailments, such as headaches 
and_ aching backs - caused by improper 
posture, tension and the like - a chiropractor 
may treat the neck muscles.to loosen and 
thereby bring relief from headache, or can 
work on the back to remove the ache, but a 
cure? 

**That depends on what he or she goes back 
to. If stress on the job or at home continue 
involving conditions that strain or cramp the 
back or neck muscles the aches and pains will 
no doubt return. A good chiropractor will 
advise how to tr¥ to prevent - such 
recurrence.” /

Dr. Vanderham is critical of one area of 
both medical practice and chiropracty. 

‘Far too many in the health service field 
are seeing more patients than they should’,

Now | could very easily be 
seeing more people with more rooms, but 
those doctors who see X number of people in 
X number of hours are apt to leave the patient 
feeling alienated as though on an assembly 
line. In order to treat the patient as a person, 
one must take the time to talk with him or her 
and spend a fair amount of time not only 
treating but sitting and listening as well. 
Some doctors are treating a leg or back rather 
than a person’’. é 


Dr. Vanderham thinks, too, that it is 
unfortunate-“in_ this. reputedly. best health 
system in the world which we have in Ontario 
that doctors and chiropractors do not work 
together more often to discuss mutual 
cooperation and help- not unfortunate for the 
doctors but for the patient - and this applies 
equally to chiropractors who will treat a 
patient for back trouble when there is 
infection in the muscles. 

“If a chiropractor discovers pathology he is 
professionally and ethically required to sent 
that person to someone who can treat the 
disease’, he said. ‘‘Such a case should be 
treated by a physician whereas a person with 
a pulled muscle should also be referred tova 
chiropractor by his doctor’’,

Dr. Vanderham is originally from Red 
Deer, Alberta.

Most hog farmers with any insight have 
been expecting a crunch for the last three 
years. But this spring has brought such 
disastrous conditions that not even the 
most pessimistic farmer in Canada 
predicted them 

Let,me explain. 

Hog prices are 30 per cent lower this 
year than they were last year at this time. 
Most farmers suggest a break even point of 
between 50 and 55 cents a pound. As this is 
written, prices are hovering around the 45 
mark, ; 

Feed, the most important ingredient and 
the major cost factor in hog production, has 

. gone skyhigh, from $180 a tonne last year 
to more than $200 a tonne this year. 

Interest rates have risen to the point 
where some farmers are facing a 50 per 
cent increase in interest charges 

That's right: 50 per cent 

It has happened because farmers have 
been forced into a poorer credit rating 
Banks, because they have to make money, 
too, are demanding appraisals of hog 
farms. Bankruptcies and forclosures are 
fommon today compared with virtually 
none during the last five years. 

Feed mills, often the backers or 
contractors for hog farmers, are not 
interested. Some farmers, faced with the 
terrible increases, have simply walked out

one farmer who walked into the bank,

period of financial worries. It has been 
suggested that each farmer wha can 
afford it should donate a-few gilts to help 
those in desperate straits. 

I hate to throw cold water on this 
proposal but a lot of older farmers resent 
those who have recently’ gone in to 
production of hogs or who have recently 
expanded. This resentment is deep 
because the long-established farmers feel 
the newcomers and the expansionists have 
caused the flooding of the market and the 
low prices 

Others feel the pork boards in the 
various provinces should take the lead. But 
help is needed right now for a lot of young 
farmers. It would take too much time and 
too much organizing to get the various 
boards involved. By the time a plan was 
conceived, it would be too late 

Henry Van Moorsel of Princeton is an 
established pork producer but he is 
worried. He thinks an entire generation of 
farmers could be wiped out before the year 
ends. These are the young men who 
recently went into production. Most of 
them are excellent managers, efficient 
producers, innovative and eager to remain 
in the business but are caught in the

BOUGHT THE RIGHT FIGHTER 


The Canadian Armed Forces have just 
recently signed a contract with McDonnell 
Douglas’ Corporation of St. Louis to 
purchase ye ighalibns Hornet; a single seat 
shipboard aitsuperiority fighter and attack 
aircraft, which is to be known 
Canadian Armed Forces as the CF-18 
Strike Fighter. The primary 
competition for this aircraft was the 
General Dynamics F-16, a single-seat, air 
combat fighter (F-16A) and two-seat 
operational trainer (F-16B). Of the two 
main choices available to the CAF, I feel 
the right choice was made, finally, and in 
this article, | will attempt to show why. 

The first clue that the proper choice was 
made appears in the first paragraph. The 
CF-18 Hornet is billed as an air-superiority 
fighter and attack aircraft while the F-16 is 
billed as an air combat -fighter and 
operational trainer in the Observer's Book 
of Aircraft, 1979 and 1976 editions. The 
Canadian Armed Forces have fallen far 
behind most other countries in the world in 
most areas of their armed forces, although 
they have been attempting to catch up in 
the past few years, with limited success. 
The CF-18 Hornet Strike Fighter is a step 
in the right’ direction, but a small one at 
best. Other much smaller nations, both in 
size and population, already have many 
times the 137 fighters we are presently 
ordering and, by the time we have our full 
complement of these fighters, we'll be just 


in the 


that much further behind, But, on 
the positive side, the CAF chose the best all 
round aircrait (of the two) that Hill both of 
their needs, an air superiority fighter and 
attack aircraft. The F-16 was an air combat 
fighter but it did not have the attack 
capability or would not be able to suppress 

round troops or equipment, a necessity 
or Canadian fighters in Europe. Accordin 
to a pamphlet put out by McDonne 
Douglas, * the Hornet is a single-seat, 
twin-jet, twin-mission strike fighter. In 
fighter squadrons, its main job will be 
stopping eneny surface forces." They go 
on to add that, because fighter and attach 
squadrons will use the same aircraft, each 
can do the other's job when necessary. In 
any war that may involve Canada in the 
next few years, these combination roles 
would certainly be necessary. 

Probably the sé€tond most important 
factor in the choosing of the F18A over the 
F-16 relied on a single jet engine. Anyone 
who has flown in an aircraft for any length 
of time would certainly prefer to have at 
least that second engine in case something 
should go wrong with the first. If 
something goes wrong with a single 
engine, no matter where you ane, you have 
just a few seconds to attempt a landing. 


with no guarantees that it could even be ° 


» accomplished. Twin-engine ability to survive 
is particularly important to forces such as Air 
Command, which must tly long distances 


over sparsely-populated areas in all types 
of weather. U.S. Navy and Air Force 
experience has shown that a single-engine 
fighter force can expect to lose about twice 
as many airplanes as a twin-engine fighter 
force doing the same type of work. 

But just the fact that you have two 
engines with the CF-18 Hornet was not the 
only reason for this choice. The Hornet's 
F404 by General Electric are efficient, 
lightweight and simple, reflecting the 
Hornet emphasis on increased perform- 
ance and simpler design. Simplicity in 
aircraft and engine design means higher 
reliability, easier maintenance and more 
trouble-free performance. General Electric 
designed the F404-to achieve thrust eight 
times its own weight with fewer stages. 
fewer frames, fewer bearings and fewer 
parts than other high-performance en- 
gines. It has about the same thrust as the 
J79 engine, which powers the F-4 
Phantom, but the F404 is 25 per cent 
shorter, half as heavy and has 7,700 fewer 
parts. 

Important, also, to military commanders 
who must keep their Hornets maintained is 
the fact that a Hornet engine can be 
changed within the shadow of the airplane, 
a feat that can be accomplished in about 20 
minutes or less time than it takes most ot 
us to change a flat tire on a car. Other 
engines related features aboard cach 


Hornet are the airframe-mounted acces- , 


sory drive system and the auxiliary power 
unit. They permit full ground checkout of all 
aircraft systems requiring electricity, 
hydraulic power, fuel pressure or cooling, 
ail without having to start the engines and 
without external power. These attributes 
would be especially good if you had to 
support your fighter force in another 
country, meaning that much less equip- 
ment would have to be transported with the 
ground crews to service the aircraft. 
Already, we're looking at reduced costs in 
day to day operation. 

Getting away from the engines for a 
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moment, another important point in the 
choice of the Cf-18 Hornet for Canada is its 
growth potential. From its past record, the 
Canadian Armed Forces will stick with a 
reliable aircraft for many years, as 
evidenced by the Argus and Canada’s 
present fighter aircraft, which is not a bad 
idea. in some ways as long as you 
can update the equipment aboard that 
aircraft. This growth potential is built into 
the Hornet. Electronic equipment can be 
upgraded and new equipment added, while 
several radar improvements.can be made 
without any increase in. volume. With 
minimum modification, about 20 cubic feet 
are available for more electronics. If the 20 
millimeter cannon is removed, another 27 
cubic feet opens up for use in derivative 
designs. And, getting back to the engines, 
engine pecs 4 has been planned in 
advance, incseasing F404 thrust and 
reducing fuel ¢onsumption. 
, ARMAMENT 
The Hornet has nine store stations, 
points on the airplane where a variety 5f 
weapons or extra fucl canbe carried. Its air 
-to-air combat weaponry includes two 
radar-guided Advanced Sparrow missiles 
mounted at the lower edge of the fuselage. 
two heat-secking Sidewinder missiles on 
the wingtips, and a 20 millimetre cannon 
with $70 rounds of ammunition mounted in 
the nose. Another two Sparrow or 
Sidewinder missiles can be carried under 
the wings. For air-to-air surface missions, 
the Hornet retains the Sidewinder missiles 
and cannon for self-defense and exchanges 
the fuselage:mounted Sparrows fer imfrar- 
ed and laser sensors, ,

urban centres. 

‘*Nevertheless, we are in a period where 
we must use all our resources more wisely 
and I hope that all communities would pay 
close attention to the ideas contained in 
this guide,’ he said. 

In order to raise public awarenes> of the 
issues, the ministry will hold a series of 
working seminars at which the various 
approaches to medium-density housing 
design will be explored.

Senior Citizens 


Many changes in your life occur when 
you retire. One is a change in your financial 
situation. 

As a senior citizen, you may receive 
various types of income, some of which are 
taxable. However, certain exemptions and 
deductions available to senior citizens 
may help reduce your tax. It’s also possible 
to defer tax on some types of income. 
These. options are all outlined in. the 
pamphlet, Income Tax and the Senior 
Citizen issued by Revenue Canada, 
Taxation. 

If tax is not deducted at source from at 
least three-quarters of your net income, 
you may have to pay income tax by 
uarterly instalments. This is discussed in 
the pamphlet. 

Planning to retire to that tropical isle in 
the sun? Before you do, you should be 
aware of the tax consequences of living 
outside Canada. If you are a non-resident, 
certain Carfadian income is subject to a 25 
per cent non-rtsident withholding tax. 

The 1979 tax deductions and exemptions 
are explained along with how to claim the 
provincial property tax credit for Manitoba, 

Ontario, Alberta and British Columbia. In 
Alberta, anyone 65. or over must apply 
directly to the province for the renter 
assitance grant.

Every “spring. many 4 homeowner's 
fancy turns to thoughts of installing siding. 
As well as giving homes a facelift, siding 
cuts down maintenance and can reduce 
heat loss.” 

But it's a major investment, so you 
shauld know exactly what you want done, 
how to choose a contractor and what to look 
for in a contract before you sign. Most 
siding companies operate honestly, but it’s 
up to the consumer to recognize the few 
unscrupulous dealers who leave 2 trail of 
dissatisfied customers behind them each 
season. 

Know what you want 

Before contacting siding companies, 
have an idea of what you want done 
Although aluminum is popular, siding 1s 
also available in steel, vinyl and wood. if 
you're unsure of what to use, examine your 
reasons for wanting siding. If, for example, 
you want to spend less time on 
maintenance, don’t choose a material that 
requries regular washing, painting oF 
staining. 

You should also consider case of 
application, attractiveness, cost and 
insulation value. Contrary to many sales 
claims, most siding provides nly minimal 
insulation. Even the variety with insulation 
backing isn’t as eftective as insulating your 
walls. But siding may provide an 
opportunity to have added insulation put 
into wood-frame or brick-veneer walls, a 
heat-saving benefit that will partly offset 
the cost of siding. 

Many manufacturers publish pamphlets 
describing their products. Write to the 
companies or pick up copies at your local 
hardware or building supply store. 
Do-it-yourselfers can pick up extra tips at 
the public library 


Choose a reliable contractor 

Selecting a company that charges 
teasonable prices and provides good 
workmanship can be difficult. That's why 
it’s important to shop around Make sure 
you get at least three written estimates that 
include a price breakdown for everything: 
siding, installation, afater-sales 
service and any additional work such as 
installing new cavestroughrig. 

Keep in mind that the contractor giving 
the cheapest estimate doesn’t necessarily 
do the best work. Ask around and talk to 
people who've had siding installed in their 
homes. You can also ask a contractor for 
the names and addresses of previous 
customers and get their opinions. 

Be wary of con:ractors who canvass 
neighborhoods offering bargains that 
sound too good to be true. It’s important 
that the company you're dealing with will 
still be around to handle any problems that 
might arise after the job is done.

Read contracts carefully 

Before signing a contract, make sure you 
understand every word in it. Under The 
Consumer Protection Act, contracts must 
include: 
_ the names and address of buyer and 
seller 
.. a detailed description and itemized price 
list of goods and services 

- a detailed statement of how you will pay 
for the work 

_- any guarantee or warranty on goods and 
services. 

Guarantees can be tricky business. 
Siding manufacturers generally guarantee 
their products against faulty manufacture. 
Although the length of time varies, most 
metal sidings carry-a 20-year manufac- 
turer's warranty.. Some are pro-rated, 
which means the amount the manufacturer 
will pay for the product replacement ~ 
decreases each year. In either case, this 
warranty does not cover defects caused by 
physical. damage or mistakes in appli- 
cation. What responsibility will the 
contractor take for workmanship? Be sure 
to get it in writing. 

You should also know what the 
guarantee on the finish covers. Some are 
not guaranteed against normal fading, 
chalking or pollution, the most frequent 
causes of problems. Other warranties 
require the owher to clean the siding 
regularly to maintain warranty protection. 
Find out also if the warranty 1s 
transferrable to a subsequent owner should 
you sell your home 

in addition, make sure you know the 
starting and completion_dates of the work. 
If you require financing, shop around for 
credit by contacting banks, trust compan- 
ies, credit unions or finance companies. 
When it’s time to pay a deposit, don't put 
more than 10 percent down befor¢ the work 
begins. And when it's time to pay, write a 
cheque. If you pay with cash you won't 
have a record of your transaction. 

Finally, vou should hold back 15 per cent 
of the total for 37-days after completion 
plus any amount claimed in a written notice 
as owed to the subscontractor or employees 
by the contractor. Full payment should be 
made after this period only if no notices 
have been received. This requirement, 
under The Mechanics Lien Act, protects 
vou against possible suits against you if the 
contractor fails to pay his workers or 
suppliers.

Know your rights 

Under The Business Practices Act of 
Ontario, no company is allowed to engage 
in unfair business. practices by making a 
false, misleading or deceptive representa- 
tion.

GARDENING 
Now is the 


time to start 
seedlings 


Get an early taste of homegrown 
vegetables this summer by starting your 
vegetable seedlings now. Vegetables such 
as tomatoes, peppers. eggplants, cabbage 
and lettuce can be started from seed in 
early April to give you a head start on the 
growing season. 

The most important requirement of 
seedlings is a good soil or an artificial 

rowing soil medium. To prevent fungus 
Tiseaie, use a sterilized material. Most 
artificial soils are already sterile, but if you 
are using potting soil, it's a good ideal to 
pasteurize it. Spread the soil over a cookie 
sheet and bake it in an oven at 82 degrees 
Celsius (180 degrees Fahrenheit). Allow 10 
minutes for the soil to reach this 
temperature and then bake for 20 minutes. 
Wait two or three days before using the 
soil, To germinate the seeds, cover them 
lightly with soil and moisten. Set the seed 
flats in a warm location 21-23 degrees 
Celsius (70 to 75 degrees Fahrenheit) and 
keep them moist. : 

When the seeds germinate move them to 
a location with good bright light. East- or 
south-facing windows are ideal, but west 
windows may be a bit too warm. Once they 
have germinated, the seedlings preter 
moderate temperatures (18 degrees 
Celsius or 65 degrees Fahrenheit). Water 


seedlings in the morning to prevent fungus . 


diseases. The first sign of life is the 
development of tiny cotyledon leaves. 
When the first ‘‘true’’ leaves appear, the 
seedlings should be thinned so they are 5 
to 7 cm(2 to 2% in.) apart, or transplanted 
into. separate pots. If you have used an 
artifical seeding medium, transplant 
seedlings into a good potting soil, By 
mid-May you can begin hardening the 
seedlings. This acclimatization process 
enables. the plant to withstand the 
transition from the indoor environment to 
the garden. 

Set the seedlings outdoors for one-half 
hour in a shady location when weather 
permits. Over a period of one or two weeks, 
gradually increase the outdoor peniods. 
When the fear of frost is past, transplant 
the seedlings into the garden.

ver, iow; an airplane able to fight anytime, 


anywhere. The Hornet has a greater 
fighter escort radius’ (over 400 nautical 
miles) than the F-4 Phantom, a superior 
turn fate, more excess power and it 
accelerates faster. Top speed is 1.8 umes 
the speed of sound while the Hornet can 
also maneuver superbly at low speeds, 
usually beyond the ability of jet fighters. 
‘Its combat ceiling exceeds 50,000 feet and 
when a Hornet takes off on a fighter 
mission, its gross weight will: be about 
35,000 pounds. ‘ 


AIR-TO-SURFACE 
Attack pilots and their commanders need 
faster, more maneuverable, and more 


accurate aircraft. Speed gets them in and 
out of the target zone, faster, maneuver- 
ability helps them avoid ground fire and 
defending aircraft and accuracy increases 
chancés of hitting the target the first time 
around. The Hornet is faster than the A-7 
Corsair it will replace in U.S. service, its 
thrust to weight ratio is better at 
intermediate power and much better at 
maximum power, it has a turn rate three 
times as good, and it can drop its weapons 
more accurately. It also can carry a full 
range of conventional and guided bombs 


and anti-missile weapons. 


AGRICULTURE 


These are but a few of the reasons the 
CF-18 Hornet was chosen over the F-16. It 
will operate at seven and one half the force 
of gravity, it is designed for easy routine 
maintenance and repair, it has many 
survivability systems built in so that if it is 
damaged, it will be able to get home, its 
relatively small size - 56 feet long, 40 foot 
wingspan, 15 feet high - and its smokeless 
engines make it hard to spot by enemy 
pilots or ground gunners and, if seen, The 
Hornet will probably be in ‘a position to 
strike the enemy before he can fire. But, 
regardless of all these features, it still must 


prove itself in Canadian combat condi- 


tiois. While McConnell Douglas stresses 
its reliability, the Canadian Armed Forces 
will know more about that than any other 
nation by the turn of the century, if indeed 
we reach the turn of the century. As I 
pointed out before, the Hornet should not 
be viewed as the end all in Canadian 
fighter aircraft. The government must 
continue to supply our armed forces with 
up-to-date equipment and at an ever 
increasing rate if we hope to be able to 


protect our borders in the event of a war’ 


fought over Canada. We have a long way to 
go and very little time in which to get there.

OFA to press for emergency loans 


The Ontario Federation of Agriculture 
(OFA) has called upon the Provincial 
Government to introduce an emergency 
program of subsidized short-term loans for 
needy farmers. 

OFA President, Ralph Barrie, speaking 
to the North Gower Lions Club, said the 
program is necessary because, many 
farmers are not able to raise the working 
capital needed to plant this spring’s crop. 
‘A significant reduction in Ontario's food 
production is possible, he added. 

Barrie estimated the program will cost 
$25 million. It would be used to provide 
short-term loans at 10 percent interest to 
help farmers through the 1980 cropping 
season. Only farmers who could demon- 
strate need would be eligible. ‘ 

British Columbia spends $27 million and 
Quebec $30 million a year to provide low 


cost loans for their farmers. In comparison + 


to these other provinces, Barrie said, 
Ontario's loan subsidies are pathetic. Farm 
production in Ontario is 1% times the size 
of B.C. and Quebec combined, in terms of 
cash receipts. 

Barrie said there are a number of 
precedents for the Provincial Government 
coming to the aid of troubled industries. 
He cited the recent sales tax reduction on 
1979 cars. 

The province was made aware of the 
seriousness of the problem in a letter sent 
to Provincial Treasurer, Frank Miller, on 
March 25th. Barrie said the OFA has not as 
yet received a reply. 

The OFA is also planning an emergency 
meeting in Ottawa on April 24th to bring 
farmers’ medium - and long-term credit 
needs to the attention of the- federal 
goverment, 


Farmer's union to go to Ottawa 


National Farmers Union members in 
Ontario will support .a brief présenation

Ottawa.

Mr. Casey said both provincial and 
federal governments must immediately 
initiate action to relieve pressure on the 
present, and must also put in piece 
national orderly marketing programs for all 
farm products that will as far as possible, 
irradicate a speculative marketing system 
that is incapable of returns to farmers 
based on farm costs of roduction 
including reasonable income to abour and 


investment. 


He said he is becoming impatient with | 


the majority of farmers for allowing 
self-apponted so-called experts dictate 
what they believe is good for farmers. ‘‘It 
is time for the silent farmers to speak up - 
and it’s time that governments started to 
listen." Mr. Casey said one of the 
immediate and perhaps most urgent needs 
is some type of moratorium on farm debts 
where a farmer's ownership or tenure is 
being threatened. ‘The NFU does not 
believe government should stand by and 
_ good, hardworking family farmers to 
wiped out,”’ he said.

For 
that we need a separate jurisdiction (a 
separate ministry) with an individual 
mandate.” 

The advantage of the Renewable Energy 
Corporation over what now exists is that it 
will ‘subsume into one area, activities now 
spread out over three or four ministries. 


There are at least three or four that now 


have projects dealing with renewable 
resources - the Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation, for instance, admin- 
isters the conservat.on programs. Someone 
else deals with solar contracts. 

Mr.’ Vastokas said that he will continue 
to press for the renewable energy ministry.

Mr. Bartsch who has worked out of the 
Bowes and Cockes office in Marmora for 
cight years, feels the big difference is that 
people now go out of town to work. Most of 
the people -have become commuters. 
They're here because it's cheaper to buy in 
Marmora or because they don’t want the 
big city problems. And because if you own 
a house here you can’t sell it and buy a 


similar one in the city for the same.” 

The houses that are changing hands - is 
it moving us more towards senior citizen's 
settlement? Are the young families moving 
our? 

“Of course we're getting a lot of older 
people selling their $60 thousand house in 
the city and moving to Marmora and 
buying one for $25 or $30 thousand. But 
that’s been going on longer than I've been 
in teal estate. There’s people moving here 
from Toronto who aren't retired. They're 
just tired of it taking them an hour to drive 
five miles to work."’ 

The real estate market in Marmora 1s 
depressed right now, Mr. Bartsch admits 
particularly in the **middle-priced”’ 
houses. Sales are very slow and prices 
‘have decreased a certain amount’’. Bur, 
like so much else, this can be more easily 
attributed to a general slowing of the 
high interest rates in particular.

on one and a half more people; it’s only 
slowed down in the past six months. 

“I's possible that people have used up 
all the money they received as a result of 
the mine closing and are now using savings 
- but I don’t ching that’s the case." 

According to Mr. Callingham, the effect 
of the mine closing was probably overrated 
because not that much of the mine's money 
stayed in Marmora to begin with. “There 
were a relatively small number of those 
who worked there that were from Marmora 
in the first place. Many of the people lived 
and did their shopping out of the area. The 
number of dollars lost to the town simply 
didn't amount to that much.

REPORT FROM PARLIAMENT HILL 


BY BILL VANKOUGHNET 


The speechcontained both good and bad 
points, as. well as some very familiar- 
sounding proposals. The Throne Speech, 
was full of ideas, but short on specifics. 
We'll have to wait to see what legislation is 
actually introduced and passed in this 
Parliament before we can make an accurate 
assessment of how well the government 


nas done in coming to grips with the 


nation’s problems. 

The speech fulfilled a promise to raise 
the Guaranteed Annual Income Supple- 
ment by $35.00 a month. The Supplement 
is a program designed to guatantee a 
minimum monthly amount of money for 
cach pensioner, Because some pensioners 
have an income which exceeds this 
minimum amount, not everyone” will 
qualify for the extra $35.00. It pledged the 
government to increase the ceiling for 
loans under the Small Business Loans Act 
and the Farm Improvement Loans Act to 
$100,000.00 

Young people, women, native groups 
and the handicapped were singled out for 
specific job creation programs. An 
«1. hasis was also placed on government 


; 
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Time will tell on the Liberal budget 


programs designed to improve train.ng in 
critical skills for Canadian labourers 

The speech also included references to 
National Unity and the Quebec refer- 
endum. It said the government would 
interpret a ‘No’ vote as a desire on the 
part of Quebecers to renew and adopt our 
federal system to the present-day needs of 
Canada and it's regions. E 

Among the familiar statements in the 
speech were several measures introduced 
under Joe Clark’s government. 

A commitment to set up an alternative 
energy. corporation to develop alternate 
sources of energy sounded very much like 
our Federal Energy Bank proposal. A 
promise to restrain government spending, 
reduce the deficit and adopt the 
recommendations of the Lambert Com- 
mission on government financial account- 
ability were also key elements of Mr. 
Clark's approach to governing, made 
necessary by Mr. Trudeau's excesses. 

The quick introduction of a Transporta- 
tion of Dangerous Goods Act and an 
increased amount of money to the popular 
Canadian Home Insulation Program were 
also commitments to reintroduce measures 
the previous government had advocated. 

A Freedom of Information Bill, ‘which 
would disallow cabinet ministers to 
withhold certain types of requested 
information, as well as the appointment of 
an Ambassador Of Nuclear Disarmament 
were two proposals we had introduced or 
intended to introduce in the last 
Parliament 

Because we advocated these changes. 
we will scrutinize them carefully and assist 
their speedy passage if the details of these 
proposals meet with our party's Satis- 
faction 

i was disappointed that the government 
did net commjt itself to a more 
comprehensive program of assistance to 
homeowners in an effort to relieve them of 
the burden that increased interest rates 
will mean to their mortgage renewals. 
Likewise. | am nor satisfied that small 
businesses have been rescued by similar 
interest relief programs. .

that government spending would be cut 
back, even though the speech paid lip 
service to the idea. Consider the added cost 
and bureaucracy which would result in 
fulfilling these commitments in the speech; 

- four new Crown Corporations 

- an agency to audit the costs, profits and 
expenditures of oil and gas companies 
(even though such an agency already 
exists. Mr. Trudeau should Seb about it - 
his government set it up.) 

a Labour Information. Bureau, to 
establish the statistics for labdur- 
management negotiations. 

All these and the other new programs 
are introduced with the statement that 
“the government belicves Canadians want 
a more. effective government, not 
necessarily less government’’. I don’t think 
anything could be further from the truth. 

Throne speeches are more of a statement 
of the goverfment’s best intentions than a 
detailed plan of action over the course of 
the next four years. We will not receive an 
accurate assessmen, of government policy 
until the budget ts asmounced. Unfortun- 
ately, the government is in ne hurry to 
bring it's budget in. Only then will we 
know if the government's actions speak as 
loud as their words

It is a word that stands for something 
that has shaped the lives and brought 
meaning to millions of people all over the 
world and at the same time, it is a word 
that means little to those who have always 
had their freedom. 

it is because 35-year-old Holland-born 
John Muller has understood the agony of 
parents involved with a loss of freedom 
that, 1% years in Canada, he has produced 
as his first Canadian film a documentary 
entitled “‘Liberation”’’ to recall those days 
of sadness and darkness experienced ua 
the Dutch and Flemish people of Holland 
and Belgium during Hitler’s occupation, 
and the equally joyous and radiant days 
experienced when Canadian troops 
marched in and liberated them. His film 
has been completed to coincide with the 
35th anniversary celebrations of that 
liberation, but he says he made it primarily 
to let the young people know how things 
were. 

The one-hour documentary, based on 
interviews with war brides from Holland an 
Belgium. will be shown publicly for the 
first time over the CBC network on May 4th 
ar 9? pom, 

Thar liberation, about which he has also 
written a book to be published in the fall by 
McGraw-Hill, is still having its effects. It 
was as a direct result of the liberation of 
Kelgium that two Belgian war brides, 
Ankic Brink Blake. now living in 
Peterborough, and Mariette Claes Mac- 
Kinnon, now living near Hastings, recently 
met and became the best of friends. 

| had heard that Mariette MacKinnon 
was involved in the documentary and 
decided to visit her last Wednesday. To my 
great good fortune, Ankie Blake, another 
war bride in. the film, her husband 
Freeman, her daughter ‘and son-in-law 
Cynthia and Jim Emptage with their baby 
daughter Sara, were visiting with Mariette, 
and | was able to hear both family stories. 

1 asked how, of all the hundreds of war 
brides living in Canada. John Muller had 
chesen them. “When he decided to do the 
film he put an ad in the Toronto papers”’. 
wid Mariette. “But 1 didn’t see it and 
Ankic didnit know about it cither. Some 
200 war brides volunteered. He inter- 
viewed all of them and picked out three and 
taped and filmed their stories”. 

“They were all war brides from Holland. 
ile wanted to tell about she occupation of 
Belgium and the Bartle of Flanders. also. 
and so he phoned the Belgian consulate 
and asked for names of Belgian war brides.

Ankie and I were among those names he 
obtained. He phoned and arranged for a 
meeting."” 

“‘He visited both of us twice, the’ first 
time to tape-record what we had to say, the 
second time for a filming session, and the 
third time he talked on the phone for an 
hour and a half." 

“When he called me’’, said Ankie, “I 
told him he wouldn't want me in the film as 
my experiences were not all that sad. 
Living in the north of Belgium in the 

‘country I didn’t experience the bombings 
like Mariette who lived in Antwerp where 
for six long months the Vis and V2s (buzz 
bombs) came over in an attempt by the 
Germans to destroy that city. Besides, in 
the country, there is usually food available

‘ experience the same deprivation. But Mr. 


Muller said the story didn’t have to be all 
sad = so I'm the last one in the film - the

“Yes, we are a lot alike’’, agreed 
Mariette. ‘‘But we didn’t know each other 
until after the filming. The day Mr. Muller 
came here with the im crew he had been 
to Ankie’s first. | was prepared “for the 
event - had cleaned the whole house with 
the exception of the dining room not 
knowing. where he would choose as the 
location - in front of the fire place seemed 
good. And the lighting man chose the 


Siang room!’ she said with -an 
exasperated but good natured wave of her 
hands. 

‘Anyway Mr. Muller had left a suitcase 
at Ankie’s. He had been telling me how 
similar our stories were and how alike we 
were as people. My daughter Sheila drove 
back to Peterborough with him to pick up 
the suitcase and she met Ankie, mentioned 
that I would like to meet her and the next 
time we went shopping in Peterborough we 
called on her.”’

houschold duties from 10 o'clock in the 
morning until 3 in the afternoon. But ‘the 
film is only one hour long and after all that 
voking he cut it out of AB documentary”’. 
"Yes, a lot of work and time was 
involyed’’ agreed Mariette. ‘‘And | was 
scared, as well, | kept-telling Mr. Muller | 
couldn’t talk in front of cameras and that | 
im not photogenic. But he went ahead 
anyway and I managed to get through it 
Last Sunday, April 15th, everyone involved 
was invited to a reunion at the Ports of Call 
restaurant in Toronto.

And the smile of that soldier lit a 
romance that brought her away from her 
mother to a life in Canada.

major media outlets have publicized. The 
report also notes that much of this incom 
has come as capital such as the increase 
value of land. : 

Now, you know and 1 know that land 
prices have skyrocketed but farmers cannot 
eat that ‘‘wealth."’. More likely they are 
being stifled by it because they cannot 
afford to buy more land. Why the price of 
land is included in income is another one of 
those mysteries that only economists can 
understand, 

it is such convoluted figuring that baffles 


lame-brains like me. Also included in the, 


measure of farm incomes are quotas and 
the prices they are worth. Again, I'm 
bafiled by how quotas add to a farmer's 
income. A value is surely placed on them 
but as long as the farmer remains in 
farming, he cannot use that value as 
income. 

It’s like saying [I'm worth $100,000 
simply because I’ve got that insurance. But 
I won't collect it and it sure isn’t income for 
me. It's death insurance, not life 
insurance.

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period (1961 through 1974),”’ said Loyns, 
‘tand average (farm) income is obviously 
less stable ah ‘year to year than average 
non-farm income.” 

Perhaps true but how many non-farm 
workers -- industrial workers, blue-collar 
workers, regular wage-earners -- have as 
high an investment as most farmers? To 
compare the two is not being fair to 
farmers. 

Farm assets, he notes, have increased 
sharply in the last five years and this could 
hardly have occurred in a poverty-ridden 
industry. Who said agriculture is a 
poverty-ridden industry anyway? Farmers 
have worked like hell in the last five years 
to get a decent break in the marketplace. 
They have worked for more than 25 years 
for their own marketing boards. Only in the 
last decade have they even approached 
equality with other sectors of the country. 

The report also says that the overall 
profit in processing and retailing is only 2.6 
per cent of the prices consumers pay. 

The report admits that the research here 
is shallow and much more work is required. 
I suggest if this is true then the report 
should not have contained a section dealing 
with that part of the industry. It indicates 
to me that farmers again get shafted. The 
report has plenty of facts and figures to nail 
farmers to the barn door but falls short in 
proof along the rest of the food chain. 

it's the same old story, | guess. Hit the 
guy who has trouble fighting back. 
Shower them with innuesidd. Battle them 
with statistics but leave the big, 
multi-nationals alone. 

The money for more research and more 
jobs for economists comes from bigh 
business. 

If this processing and retailing is so 
lilv-white, why did Ontario spend so much 
time and money on trying to find out about 
kickbacks and premiums paid by these 
firms? Why were those executives who 
were questioned at the hearing SO evasive 
in giving their answers? i 

Ah, shucks. It's like trying to nail jelly to 
a wall . 

Farmers make up only six per cent of the 
population now. They don't have much 
clout any more 50 let's force another three 
or four per cent into bankruptcy and get rid 
of them. 

Then we can all starve.

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Last week I attended the Hastings 
Council meeting to hear a presentation by 
representatives of the Ministry of Housing 
conerning the possibility of building senior 
citizens’ housing in Hastings. Basically the 
two women were there to: 

1) explain the results of a survey done last 
year, ; 


* and 2) explain the provincial programs 


under which ‘Hastings could - receive 
assistance to build and operate a senior 
citizen housing project. 

What I was struck by was the complexity 
of programs, grants, subsidies, etc. all of 
which are supposed to make it easier for 
municipalities to provide housing at 
reasonable cost. They all had one thing in 
common: no matter which method the 
village chooses to follow it will always be 
connected to either the federal or 
provincial bureaucracies on both. This 
means that, in addition to the cost of 
building and operating a senior’s home, 
the taxpayers will also have to continue to 
pay for high priced distant administrations. 

Secondly, | was bothered by the way 
these things are financed so that the 
federal and provincial governments will 
always be involved in creating substantial 
profits for banks and other lending 
institutions. [n other words these govern- 
ment programs use our money as tax 
payers to pay interest on loans that do not 
have to be taken out in the first place, if the 
government was using our moncy 
efficiently. : 

To explain this I'll first describe how the 
program for providing senior housing that I 


Buried in bureaucracy 


think was the best works and how I think 
we could do it better. 

The Ontario government has a program 
called the Private Non-Profit Program. 
Under this arrangement a municipal 
government, service club or church 
organization can form a non-profit 
corporation to build and operate a housing 
project for seniors. The group, once it is 
incorporated and once the Ministry of 
Housing has done a Housing Statement 
which supposedly has determined the 
number of units needed, can apply for 
grants and subsidies from both the federal 
and provincial governments. 

The group produces its own design and 
arranges its own financing for the project. 
The National Housing Act will provide a 
grant of 10 percent of the total capital cost. 
Then, each year the project is in operation, 
the federal and provincial governments will 
pay a subsidy to the non-profit corporation 
which reduces the cost of paying off the 
mortgage on the building to two percent. 
’ This means that if the mortgage was 16 
percent the government would be paying 

+14 percent interest on the capital cost of 
building plus the operating losses. 

Would it not be a more efficient use of 
our- money if the big governments with 
multi-billion dollar cash flows used our 
money as capital instead of interest 
payments? Why doesn’t government act as 
the money lender and lend the non-profit 
corporation the capital necessary to build 
the project, then collect two percent 
interest on it, thereby gaining a profit for 
the government, (the tax payer) and not for

Migration time again, and the birds 
that have contentedly spent their winter in 
the tropics are becoming increasingly 
restless. Somehow, the birds seem to know 
when the time is right to head northwards. 
Some experiments suggest that the 
lengthening of the spring days provides 
this trigger to migration, by affecting the 
pituitary and pineal glands. But what about 
those birds wintering near the equator, 
where day length hardly changes? 

The only answer here appears to be 
some’ kind of built-in biological clock, 
which revs up the endocrine system of 
wintering birds to prepare for reproduction 
and migration. For most species, an 
esential premigration activity is building 
upa chick layer ot tat te provide energy for 
the long flight ahead. The actual start of » 
Giigration can often be influenced by. 
weather for a few days, but many species 
are remarkably punctual, departing and 


. arriving almost on the same day each year. 


How: do they find their way? Again, 
there appears to be no one. answer. 
Day-time migrants are thought to use the 
sun for direction; night flyers may use the 
stars. But other: theories have been 
advanced as well. Some species can see 
ultraviolet or polarized light. Others can 
hear low-frequency sounds, so that a bird 
flying over the Mississippi valley might be 
able to simultaneously hear a under) | 
storm over the Rockies and the surf on th 
Atlantic coast. Some’ scientists contend 
that birds’ can’ tune into the Earth's 
magnetic field for direction.

These 
priorities would of course be designed in 
such a way as to meet the most pressing 
needs first and continue until all areas have 
suitable facilities to meet their needs. 

So much for capital costs. 

The question of huge bureaucracies. to 
support and service these projects is 
tougher to deal with but not impossible to 
reduce. Take for example the simplicity of 
the survey which turns out not to have been 
a survey that was done last year in 
Hastings. The representatives from the 
Ministry called it a survey, but normally 
when you take a survey the results are 
expanded based on the percentage of 
return you receive. Like the Nielson rating 
system which ‘determines what people 
across North America are watching on TV 
by using only about 2000 families and 
multiplying the results. That is not what 
happened in Hastings last year. 

* They called it a survey and sent it out to 
all 160 senior citizen households. The 
response by their standards was good -- 
they received 26 filled our forms, 16 per 
cent of the total households.

But six months down the 
line, when they've completely lost mterest, 
they're still paying monthly installments, 
What to look for 

Avoiding unethical sales traps can be 
tricky. Here are some suggestions. to 
prevent your self-improvement dreams 
from turning into nightmares: 

... Check the reputation of the business by 
talking to friends and neighbours. You 
should also ask the company for a list of 
previous customers. If you're still in doubr, 
contact the Better Business Bureau or

-- Comparison shop. Check the cost of the

--Know what you can afford. Don’t get 

talked into borrowing large sums of money 

to finance a program. 

-- Weigh the advantages with the 

disadvantages. Determine whether you 

really need the product or service. 

-- Any unusual diets or strenuous activities 

should be checked by your doctor, 

: especially if you have health problems. 

-- If you have difficulty coping with 
aggressive sales people, take a friend 
along for moral support. The friend can 
also act as a witness if necessary. 

Keep in mind that the best protection is 
still your own common sense and an 
awareness of the Ontario laws designed to 
protect you. 

Read contracts before signin 

Most self-improvement ms oe require 
you to sign a contract. This document is 
designed to protect you as well as the 
business by setting out the exact sums of 
money to be paid and goods or services to 
be provided. 

Under The Consumer Protection Act, the 
following details must be included in such 
contracts: 

-- name and address of buyer and seller 
- details of the transaction including an 
itemized price and description of goods or 

a services 
- statements of warranties or guarantecs, 
if none. this should also be included ° 
- credit terms including interest charges 

In addition, make sure any verbal 
promises are clearly stated in writing and 
be certain there are no blank spaces on the 
contract. 

Before you sign, take time to read the 
entire document either on your own or with 
vour lawyer. Make sure you understand 
every word. Be wary of vague generalities 
or a salesperson’s reluctance to provide 
more details. 

Remember, once a legal contract has been 
signed by both parties, it’s binding. In 
most cases, the vendor is under no 
obligation to cancel just because you've 
had a change of heart. 

Know your rights 

There is one exception, though. Under 
The Consumer Protection Act, you're 
allowed a cooling-off period in which you 
can break a contract of over $50 that was 
signed in your home. Simply send a 
registered letter to the seller or deliver it 
personally within two days of receiving 
vour copy-of the contract. A telephone call , 
won't do. 3

The OFA gathered about 2 thousand 
farmets from across the province, mostly 
from southwestern Ontario, to take the 
demands two. Mr. Whelan. According. to 
Hastings OFA President Price Morris of 
Sidney Township they presented a four 
poine program: 1) A one year moratorium 
on interest rates on loans in the last ten 
}ears; 2) Government incentives to change 
short and medium-term loans into 
long-term loans; 3) A subsidization of all 
non-farm credit loans to @ rate of 12 per 
cent; 4) Restraints on vertical integration. 

Both sets of demands illustrate the 
farmer's main concerns: the staggering 
impact of rising interest tates and the fear 
that the family farm is being threatened by 
corporate farming.

“We went to Ottawa to demand a 
moratorium on farm debts that threaten 
the security of farmers’’, Mrs. Bright said. 
“Farmers are going into bankruptcy 
because banks are erm in loans and 
refusing operational loans for this spring's 
planting. We asked the government to

Getting your lawn off to a good start in 
the spring will prevent many problems 
later in the season. 

Start your lawn maintenance program 
with a general yard cleanup. Rake the lawn 
lightly with’a leaf rake or wooden rake to 
remove debris. Don't use @ heavy steel 
rake because it will disturb the grass roots. 
It's a good idea to avoid walking on the 
lawn while the ground is still wet. 
Unnecessary traffic can cause soil 
compaction which will reduce the amount 
of oxygen avatlable to grass roots. And 


' don’t rush to apply the fertilizer. To get the 


best. mileage from your fertilizer dollar, 
wait until daytime temperatures reach 15 
degrees.Celsius (50 degrees Fehrenheit) 
and the soil temperatures is 6 seu 
Celsius (40 degrees Fehrenheit). App ying 
fertilizer too early won’t hurt the grass. but 
you may be washing your moncy away- The 
grass can't use the nitrogen until it starts 
to grow. If the fertilizer is applied too early, 
spring rains will wash it down into the soil 
before the grass has a chance to use it. 
Garden centers’ and other commercial 
outlets offer such a wide range of fertilizers 
that choosing the right one is often 
confusing to home gardeners. Basically, 
fertilizers fall into two categories 
fast-acting chemical fertilizers, and those 
with part of the nitrogen in 4 slow-release 
form, usually urea formaldehyde. 

Straight chemical fertilizers are. the 
cheaper of the two, but they provide 
sharter therm benefits. Theit benefits are 
usually exhausted in three or four weeks. 
The slow-release fertilizers provide nitro- 
gen to the lawn in two stages. Some of the

exercise its right to set interest rates. Why 
should the banks be making profits while 
farmers are going bankrupt?” 

The farmers presented a brief to Mr. 
Whelan that outlined five demands aimed 
at stabilizing the operation of farmers and 
the marketing products. Included in their 
demands were a request for a moratorium 
on debt which they said would prevent 
farm bankruptcies caused by temporarily 
high interest rates. 

"1 know of at least 45 farmers, two right 
in this area, who are cash croppers and 
need loans for spring planting and for 
operating costs that thave been turned 
down by the banks. One man in Picton area 
has $100,000 worth of cherries in storage 
and can’t get a $30,000 operational loan’’ 
said Mrs. Bright.

the remainder is released over a six- to 
eight-week period. 

Apply fertilizers at arate of 0.5 to 0.9 kg 
per 10 sqm (I to 2 lb. per 100 sq. ft) in two 
separate applications. Apply fertilizer once 
lengthwise, and once across the lawn to 
prevent burning and to ensure complete 
coverage. Fertilizers with \added weed 
control for broad-leaved-weéks should not 
be used until mid-May. These herbicides 
are effective only on actively growing 
weeds. Crabgrass is the only lawn weed 
which is commonly controlled at this time 
of year with the use of a spray or a granular 
application of crabgrass killer mixed with 
fertilizer: 

You can also reseed bare patches in 
lawns when the soil warms up. Scrape the 
soil with a heavy rake to level the surface 
and break the soil up into a seedbed with 
2-cm (1-in.) lumps or clods. This type of 
seedbed will provide shade for the seeds. 
After seeding, rake-lightly to ensure that 
the seeds are in contact with the soil, but 
it’s not necessary to cover the seeds. Keep 
the soil moist to ensure germination.

The year-long interest moratorium 
on newer farm credit loans, Mr. Morris 
at would give farmers breathing room 
- farm credit loans are now at 13 per cent 
considerably below prime but well above 
the 4 and 5 per cent they were at ten years 
ago. 

They also wanted more government 
money in farm credit in order to be able to 
shift from short and medium-term loans to 
longer loans. *‘This is a problem more in 
Ontario than in other provinces. In Ontario 
apparently farming is still seen as @ 
secondary industry. Other provinces have 
much higher limits on farm credit loans 
and more money. BC has $50 million while 
Ontario has 27 million, In New Brunswick 
is no limit’ on the amount that can be 
borrowed from farm credit while in Ontario 
there is no limit on the amount that can be 
borrowed from farm credit»while in Ontario 
there's a $200,000 limit. Yet Ontario produces 
as much as BC and New Brunswick ‘put 
together. 

For the non-farm credit loans, the OFA 
is calling for a subsidization of the interest 
rate to 12 per cent. So if a farmer had to 
borrow at the going rate - now about 19 or 
19.5 per cent - the government would have 
to pay seven or 7.5 per cent. This in 
obvious difference to the NFU who want

_Aeconomy, not subsidized for the farmer. 


However the two organizations see 
eye-to-eye on vertical integration. Both 
think that the present situation - where 
fond corporations and trucking companies 
are allowed to own farms - are strangling 
the family farm. *‘It’s been proven over 
and over again that the family farm is the 
most efficient and viable operation. But the 
government is encouraging vertical inte- 
gation’’ Mr. Morris said. 

While neither of the farm groups 
received any direct response from Mr. 
Whelan or the other politicians that turned 
out to hear their respective presentations, 
they still feel that the demonstrations are 
likely to have some Ampact. 

‘<All we heard wag a lot of political-bull”’, 
Mr. Morris said, ‘/We didn't get answers. 
But I think we'll have some impact. We'll 
hear something within the next couple of 
wecks’’. 

Mrs. Bright said that the NFU was 
commited to further action. “We'll 
continue to pressure the federal and 
provincial government - to take some 
action’. and she too is optimistic about 
possible impact,
